Thus you fee how the Saxons and the Danes was lipked toge- 
ther with the Normans: which Williay: duke of Normandy(naturall ſonneto 
duke Robert aforelaid)ob{crving, kept an even hand on all tides,unti]] it chan- 
ced that Harrold ſonne to Gorlw.n duke of the welt Saxons, and Farle of Kent - 
taking recreation in a fiſher boate at Boſeham in Suſſex, with {mall attendants 
and thoſe not very skiltull marriners, when they were no ſooner lanched from 
the land, but a contrary wince came about, and drove the boate upon the 
confines of Ponthienin France, where he was taken by the Country people.and 
reſented to Guido their Earle who retained him priſoner : But duke 1i/ianr 
deſiring him he was conveyed into Normandy, where he cunningly perſwaded 
the duke,that his ſecret comming into France, wasto enter into league and 
amity with him : which preſ-ntly w:wzaccepted, with an oath from the ſaid 
 Harrold, that if king Fdward the GanÞſlour dyed without iſſue, that the king- 
dome of Fnela1d ſhould fall tothe N&rmans3and the more to ſtrengthen this 
Covenant, Adcliza third day hter to Buke William was aftianced to H rrold, 
which fcll out to his owne deſtrufien;and theJands ſubvertion; for after the 
death of king Edward the Confeflor.. Harro/dby the Conſent of th- ſtates and

T* fugitive Engliſh in De#marke ſo farre prevailed , wich Swaize King 
rhereof,chat they arrived with a Navy of 300 fayle of ſhips in the River of 
Hwmber: where being well furniſhed with ſfouldiers, under the leading of 0/- 
burse his brother, and Harreld and Carmmte his ſonne, they landed their men for

1,1 (ng K. of Scotland came unto Glocefter, to conferre with King YVilliew = 
abouc the affaires of both their Realmes, but he nor beingreſpeRed accor- 
ding to his expe&arion and ſtare, deparred withour ſpeech with the King in 
great diſpleaſurez and when he came into Srothagd,raiſed a power and i: vaded 
Ezgland,deſtroyed theCountrey as farre as A/newicke Caſtle; Robert Mowbray then 
Earle of Northwmberland, ſeeing his countrey thus overrun, without any Com- 
miſhon from the King, gathered his forces, and lying in Ambuſh for hisre- 
eurne, ſer ſaddainly upon him, where his army was wholly diſcomficed, and 
himſelfe with his fonne Prince Edward was {laine, the Scotch hiſtorians ſay that 
this King was not ſoſlaine, bur that he laying aſtrong ſiege againſt 4/e-wicke 
Caſtle,acerraine Knighrattempreda deſperate enterpriſe, for mountiog upon 
a ſwift courſer unarmed with alight ſpeare in his hand, and the keys of the 
Caſtle upon his ſpeareend , he rodedire@ly tothe Scottiſh King,couched his 
ſtaffe as though in ſubmiſſion he would deliver him che keys, ran tim into the 
eye,whereon hedyed : and through the ſ{wiftnefſe of his horſe eſcaped; for 


 whicha& King y/4iam g-ve him the Surname of Percy but M. Cambden and all 


our authenricke authors doe conclude iris bur a meere fable, and chat rhe 
Sirname of thar family was of more antiqui'y then piercing the King of Scots 
eye.

Ing 7/illiem having had ſome repalſes of late from the Welſh , intended

AJe firſt man that profefſedly ſer himſelf oppoſite toStephenr uſurpation, was 

Bzldwin d: Redwergalias Rivers, who fortified the city of Excefter againſt him;

them, made great{laughtersof che Engliſh : againſt theſe: Stephens proceeded 
with a great army of Engliſh and Flemmings, and after a ſtrong and chargeable 
ſiege, drew forth Baldwin his wife and children our of Ex:eſter, all which he diſ- 
hericed, & expulſed the land, bur in Wales fortune fell out otherwiſe, for at Car-

JN this yeare the Scots began to invade Exglend in favonr of Mayd the Em- 


prefſe, and whilſt King Stephes went to quier thern, the nobility of Englead,

began open rebellion,and rhe mare to cloake their deſignes, they pretended 
that King YVi#ia-2 had violated his oath, touching their forreſts and other 
 Immunities of Charch and common-wealth ; whereupon Robert Earle of Glo- 
ceſter (ent to the King charging him with the breach of his oath of allegiance co 
Maud che Emprefle his Soveraigne, againſt whom he had ſhowne himlſelfe a 
.moft perfidious man, and ſo denoancing Stephen an open enemy to the ſtate 
mace ftrong his tation wirh the affiftance of many Nobles; amongſt whom 
Xijl'o high Conſtable roKing Stephes revolted unto them, and was a great helpe 
torheir proceedings: having thus ordered affaires, Earle Robert rooke 1nrothe 
Caſtle of Brif#o!l his complices likewiſe ſeized of other Caſtles, to defend 
themſelves from the King , and ſent word to Maxd the Empreffe, that wichin 
five months ſhe ſhould hayethe Realme at command, according to the oath 


they made to her father. :

TT foreſaid rumults working in Exglaed, gave Devid King of Scots oppor- 
runiry to invade Northwanber/and,who made ſpoile ſo far as Alverios in Tork-

thereunto by Thr»ftas Arch-biſhop of Torks (left Lievrenantin thoſe parts by 
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King Stephes) and gave the Scots a great overthrow at Creton ſome foure miles 
from Alvertons,where was {laine ſome ten thouſand Scots. 
With like fortunate ſuccefſe proceeded King Stephes againſt his diſobedient

MM the Empreſſe and her Brother Robert Earle of Ghocefter landed in Eng- 

lard, and was entertained with great joy 1n Arvedel Caltle by YVYVillian de 
Albany who had married the Queene Adeliza,late wife to K.Heery the firſt, from 
hence Earle Robert diverted his courſe, paſſed thorough the.land co YYaVingford 
andGlocefter, ſoliciting hiscomplices for ayd in the behalfe of Maud the Em- 
preſſe, unro whom multitudes of all ſorts reſorred. King Stepkes, as then lay in 
ſiege at Aarleburgh Caſtle, but having intelligence,diſlodged thence, and with 
all expedition made toward Arzadef; whereatthe Emprefle was fo perplexed, 
chat (he to ſave her right tooke an oath that none of thoſe che Kings enemies 
had entered the land by her conſent, but with intent to carry themſelves or- 
derly a4 without Impeachment tothe King , by which policy ſhe (o fariſfed 
King $87:phen,tharthe cauſed her Honourably co be conveighed roBriftow where 
ſhe remained che {pace of two months, andthen gotthence to YVabing ford, 
where her Brother Robere was ſeized of the (Caſtle. King Stephes hearing hereof 
laid aftrong fiege ro the Towne, but it was ſo ſtrongly defended thar hee 
was forced toleave it, andthen remoovyedtothe fiege of Maleeſbury, Earle 
Robert was not Idle, for he ſubdued and ſpoyled YYorceſter : Ralph Paznrl in the 
Empreſſe fayonr burned Neztioghem, likewiſe Ranniph,Earle ofChefter,joyning in 
wiſhes with them, did much annoyance to King Stephen, the Emprefſeherſelfe, 
the better to ſecure her owne perſon, and te give acceſſe unto her fayorites, 
rooke into Lizcolre, where ſhemeant tomake her aboad, ſtoring the City with 
all proviſions neceflary; but King Stephen being vigilane , made ſtraightway 
thithervwards and begirt the City with aftraic fiege, where he had ſurpriſed 
his enen!7, had ſhe not found meanes thence to eſcape, and ſo poſſeſſing him- 


ſelfe of the City, ſetled ic and the whole countrey in very good quiet.

Id cis Earleof Cheſter with his wife and Brother,repaired to Lizco/ee, to 
keere their Chriſtmas there, K.S#ephes baving ſecret intelligence thereof, 
thought he had now a firadvantage to ſurpriſe theſe ewo Bretheren , whither 
with what power hecould make of a ſaddaine, he reſorted with all expedition 
that conld be; and whilſt they,thascircumvented, ſtood on their guard in the 
Caſtle, che Earle eſcaped forth, and went tocrave aide of the Empreſſe , for 
Reſcue of his wife and Brother, whom he left beſieged. Earle Robert, hearing 
che newes, and gladof ſofaire an opportunity, joyned with Xg#»/ph, and they 
zathered their forces both Welſh and Eogli} for the reliefe of their friends1n 
Lincolze; where, reſolutely wading through the River upon Candlemas day, 
hey picched their rents, andin the Kings fight ordered their Battells ; one 
5quadron whereof, was led by Earle Ronulph: the diſberited were the guiders 
of another, in the third was Earle Robert himſelfe; and che Welſh men ſerved 
for the wing. h

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Kiag Stepbes, the meane while, was farre from being Idle, who allo ordered 
his army inco three ſzyerall Battaliones, the greaceſt parc and beſt Harneſſed, 
whoſe horſes he had ſent away,ke appointed to remaine on foote with him« 
ſelfe, the horſe men he diſpoſed into rwo ſeyerall wings, the one commanded 

by Allaine Dake of Brittaine, Hugh By-got Exrle of Norfolke, Simon Earle of Hamp- 
tow, wich the ewo Earles ofMellext and YYarres ; and theother wing wasgo- 
yerned by Y/illiam deTYpres , the Flemming; afcer both fides were thas mar- 
ſhalled,che Barrells joyned, a ſore Battayle was fought, and with equa!l ſucceſſe 
a longtime maintained , for the diſhericed whoſe wrongs wherred them on, 
brake terribly into the Kings vaunt-gaard, and contrariwiſe Y/i/iem of Tpres 
in:oche Welſh, uatillthe foreward of the Kings horſemen began co ſhrinke 
backe, and galloppedaway, which che Earle of Cheſter perceaving, encountred 
the Kings Batrell on foote, in whoſe ſtrength he repoſed moſt cruſt ; butir 
being over-laid with affailants, began alſo to faint and coflye, leaving che King 
enraged wich his frinds faint-hearcedneſſe, and his foes ſaccefe,yer of ſo valiant 
and undauated courage was he,that being left alone, h2 fought manfully on 
foote againſt his enemies, till firſt his batrell-axe, andafterwards his ſword, 
flew into peeces,with the force of his unreaſonable ſtroakes; ar laſt being wea- 
ponlefſe, was ſtricken downe with a great ſtone throwne at him, and ſeiz:d 

- upon by YYidiem of Kghawes, alias ds Kanir, avaliant Knighr,and ſent priſoner 
to Briſtow layd upin Irons, and abridged of all princely fervices. 

The ſame yeare afcer the obtaining of this victory, the Empreſſenot yiel- 
ding favour according to the expeRation of the adverſe fation, they layd 
ſiege agaiaſt her, ſhe being inthe Caſtle of 7 Y3#cheſfer , where being wearied 
witha long ſiege,ſhe by good providence eſcaped to the Caſtle of Lutegareſhell, 
and thence co the Caſtle of Devize:where underſtanding ſhe was ſtill in hazard 
tobe ſurpriſed, ſhe deviſed (as what will nor neceſliry indare, and a womans 
witdeviſe) to belaid in acofftinasdead, by which meanes ſhe eſcaped from 
thence to Gloceſter,in the meane time Robert Earle of Cloceſter her brother, being 
more provident for her, then carefall of himſelfe, was by parſaers taken pri- 
ſoner at Stoxbrege, brought backe to YYinchefter, and there preſented by the 
Biſhop to Queene Mavd King $tepheos wife, who delivered him to YViViees of 
of Tpres,by whoſe commandement he wag impriſoned at Rochefter Caſtle.

T* {aid King and Robert Earle of Glecefter, being both in priſon, and wearied 
with continuance thereof, made exchange one for the other, with our 
mention of any peace, and fo ſtudied not onely their former defignes, but to 
encreaſe the lands miſery by more eager warres: for the furtherance whereof, 
Robert paſſed into Freece to ſolicit Gefferey hasband to the Empreſſe for aide, 
the Emprefſe in hisabſence had well fortified her ſelfe in 0xford, whom Stephen 
(uſing the benefit of Roberts abſence) followed withan eager purſuir, and wan 
the Surburbes even to the City gates, where he continued his ſiege for the

H xr ſonne to Maud the Empreſſe,after the death of Gefferey Earle of Awjov

Northawptes Caſtle, after 15. dayes fruicles fury, departed to Bedford, whoſe 
Caftelew being a confederate gave chem eafie entrance, bur the Londoners 
(being diſpleaſed with che King for burthening them with caxes) inviced chem 
by requeſt, to enter their Cicy by night: where having that key (as ie were) of 
the land, in their diſpoſe, they by their threatfall letters, not onely drew all che 
Nobles from the King, but alſo had almoſt lockt him out of his regall ſcare, ro 
prevent which miſchiefe, chere was a day appointed for a parley and meeting, 
the place was berwixt Wisdſor and Szaives/ , where the confederates reforted 
with armed mulcicudes, from allparts ofthe kingdome , fo that the King 
ſceing his power farre inferionr to theirs, was conſtrained to grant them their

thar very night, when all the reſt following the pompous ſtreame of the 
new upſtarc Kingy, left their Soveraigne onely with ſeven gentlemen toartend

England, and with a fleere of fix hundred ſhipsand toureſcore boares, (Euſtcias 
a monke being chief. )arrived fi:ſt in the Iſle of Thewet,and afterwards ar Seng-

A Fer the death of King 1ehs aforeſaid. Williem Marſball Earle of Penbrooke, 
undercooke the tuicion and crarge of young King Henry, who was chen 
abont rhe age o ten yeares, and himconveiecd to Gloceſter , where gathering 
thoſe Nobles zogether, which were not on the faction of Lewes. he brought 
the child out before them, and placing him with all dut honour and ceremonie 
in view of the aff: mbled States, he exprefſed unto them , thatalchough the 
father of that young King, for his miſdemeanours, had worthily undergone 
their perſecution, yer the young child,as he is tender in yeares, ſoishe pure 
and innocent from thoſe his fathers doings wherefore in conſcience we qughc 


_ nottolay the fathers tranſgreſſions on this child, but rather to beare our ſelyes 
mildly, and wich one joynt conſent ro appoint bim our King and Governour, 
 andlikewiſe ſo unite our ſelyes,that we may remove from us this Lewes the 


French Kings ſonne, which elſe wilbe a confuſion tons and our Nation; theſe 
words of the Earle were entertained with generall applauſe by all ſuch as were 


preſent, ſo that Heary was immediately proclaimed, and ſpeedily crowned 
King upon the day of S. Siwes and Iude, itbeing g.dayes after the deathof 
his facher. | 

Inrhe meane time Lewes of Froece was not Idle, and having the City of

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contents,and an army in field, wich which he thoughtto have conſtrained 

char faichfull man Hugh de Burgo, to yield up the Caſtle'of Dover, bat all was 

in vaine, which he perceavingraiſcd his fiege, and provideth the beft he can 
for his rorrering ſtare;thence he proceedeth to Hertford Caſtle which after the 
loffe of many French men he woone, fo did he likewiſe the Caſtle of Berhbew- 
feade, both which he ſtuffed with French Garriſons, after which a trace was 
raken for a certaine ſpace,in meane time,Lewes went into Frexce to ferch more 
ayd, from whence preſently returning ſers his nobility out of Zeados with an -. 
army of more then eweney thouſand men where they forraged the Countrey 
as farre as Leiceſter and Liecolee, the Earle of Peabrovke (Governour of the King) 
with all the forces he could, repaired to Newerke apon Treas, and there gathe- 
ring his forces rogether marched towards Lisco/ne, and che Leweffens which 
were there in fiege ofthe Caſtle, the King himſelfe being left with a ſtrong 
guard at Stow (about 6. miles wide of Zizcolge) upon Whitſonday the Earle 0 
Peabrooke entred the Ciry, where they encloſed the Lewefiany of both ſide and 
put chem to flight, with che deathofrhe Earle of Perch their leader, and divers 
others of their fativn, After which overthrow a peace was concluded and 
Lewes conſtrained to depare peaceably our of the land with an oath caken of

your ofthem, marcheth up to Loxdos and raketh it,the Cirzzens fayouring him: 
then commands he the popes legate wholodged in the Tower, to yeeld the 
fame, burheas taking no knowledge ofany ſuch matter, repaired quietly to 
Pals, and there preached ro the people toſtirre them up againſt the encmies 
of Chriſt in the holy} land. Immediately peace enſned by mediation of the 
King of the Romans and the Lord Phi/ip Baſſet, ſo that during this Kings raigne 
all domeſtick ſtirres was qualified, anda joyfull liberty amongſt all his ſub- 
jects.

TX Brother ro Lewehne Prince of Wales, a man who was much aff. Qed 
and advanced by King Edward rhe firſt, being atnbitious of f:&ion, joy- 
ned his forces with his Brather Leweline,and fo farre prevailed, that upon Palme 
ſanday he ſuddainly and treacherouſly ſeiſed the Caſtle of Hawardir,and there 
ſarpriſed Roger de Clifford a Famous Knight, whom the King had diſpatched 
intothoſe patts, &s juſticiar of all ales, andilew ſach armed men as refiſtcd 
their yiolence, thence chey tnarched ard laid fiege to the Caſtle of Rodolan, 
doing many outrages and killing all ſech as they couldreach ; the King here- 
with being mobved ſent the'Earle of Glocefter againſt them, who encountring 
ther, loſt {iam of Yelence the kings kinſman, and fome foure knights,though 
atche ſame time many ofthe Welfh lefr their bodies dead upon the earth. The 
king marcheth himſcife cowards them, where joyning againſt the Welſh he 
was repulſed, in which was ſlaine E. 1Y3l/liers de Awdeley and the Lord Roger Clif- 
ford che yonhger, with the foffe of fourteene enlignes,and king Edward forced 
to enter into the Caſtle of Hope for his ſafety. Thoſe fortunes ſo falling apon 
theWelſh, was but a ſecurity to their utter ſubverſion, for Lewelize their Prince, 
having upon ſome occaſion withdrawne himſelfe with ſome few others from 
his army, (which then was in the land of Bxeltb) was ſer upon by two principall 
gentlemen, 7b» G nifferd and Edmmad de Mortimer with their forces, and there 
by the hand of one Ade Frenffor was runne thorough with an Horſemans 
fRaffe, whoa the firſt was nnknowne, yet after perceaving who ic was, they 
ſtruck off his head and preſented ir to king Edward, who cauſed ir robe crow- 
ned with Ivie and ſet opon the Tower of London: preſently after, Dovid Hi: Bro- 
ther was taken, and bronght to King Edwerd to Rathlend, from thence ſent pri- 
ſoner to Shrewebury, where he was tryed, and condemned to be hanged,

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drawae 'and quartered, thas by the d:ath of choſe cwo brothers che Welſh line 
was thruſt fromcheir principalitie, and King Edward uponSaiat Marker day

of Scotland ; King Edowerd toprevenc this inrade preiented hiaſelfe before the 
ſtrong rowae of Berwicks with a mighty hoſt, chere co auſpiciate his entrance 
ro conqueſt of Scotiaud, he ſummoned che towae to _deliverit up bur they 
refufiagrorender ir, had a viRory of the Engliſh: (hips which chen lay within 
harbour, with the lofſ= of foare ofcheir ſhips, which was ſoone revenged by 
_ theforcibleraking of the ſame towne, and the great ſlanghter that was made 
thereia of che Scots; there was taken priſoner Y/ilizm Dowglas Capraine 
thereof, and thereſt that were ſuffered to depart, was npon condition neyer to 
rakeuparm2s 324ainſt che King of Eeglavd, che lofſe of chis important rowne, 
and Ciſtle was very great, for it waz the key and common Bulwark of 87otlaud:

Scotland, was at thistime in the court of King Edward, and beholding the 
mferiblz (tate of his countrey, he fled into Scotland, and with his owne ſword 
ſlew Cemin, inthe Church of the Friers Minors at Dusfreis,and Jid chereupon 
procure himſelfe to be Crowned King of Scotland, King Edward hearing here- 
of ſent his eldeſt ſfonne Edward Prince of Wales, againſt King Robert, being at- 
rended wich a troupe of Noble young gentlemen, Aymere de Valence, Robert de 

Clifford, and Henry de Percy being gone before with an army, and King Edward 
preparing ro come after, appointed the rexd:vou to be kepr ar Carlik, and while 
the King lay there, Aymere de Valence at Perth put King Robert to tight, and pur- 
ſaed him ſo neare, that herooke his wife, and his Brother Nige#/ve, wich others 
Priſoners, but himſelfeeſcaped intorhe urmoſt I{les of Scotland; the Earle of 
4tholl was ſent to Lowdos and there put to dearh, likewiſe Nige//ao King Roberts 
Bro:herwas put to death at Berwicke , beſides other their chiete partners were 
either par co deathor elſe kept priſoners in England, as King Roberts wite, bis 
daughter,the Biſhops of Glsſcoand Saint A#drews,the abbot of Sconeand others, 
thus Was King Robert brought to ſuch miſery, that he was ſomerimes naked, 
an4 hungry, being forced co live upon water and Rootes of hearbs,hur, King

JN the beginning of this Kings Reigne there was great difſention berweene 

che King and the Nobles concerning Pierce Gaveſios, the Kings Minnion, and 
one that the King had promoted to great offices ; infomuch that they cauſed 
him to be twice baniſhed, butthe affection of his Prince was ſo much cowards 
him, that he cauſed his recurne, and forthwith advanceth him to be his princi- 
pall Secretary ; the Lords hearing hereof, conſulted amongſt themſelves, how 
co free the Land of ſuch an enemy tothe ſtate; and amongſt chem they chooſe 
Thomas earle of Lancaſter tobe rheir leader, for the effecting of their deſignes, 
The King being at Torke, Earle Thomas ſent humble petitions by honourable 
meſſengersto his Majeſty , requeſting him to deliver the ſaid Pierce into their

| hands, or todrive him from his company out of Ezg/gzd ; but the ſelfewild 


king preferring the love of one ſtranger before the love of the whole Realme, 
would not condeſcend; apon thisthe king ſent him by Amerie d: Valence earle 
of Peemzbrooke, to be ſafely conduQted ro Wallingford Caſtle ; bac being left by 
the ſaid Aimerie but one night, at a Village called Dathingtos neere Oxford, was 
there by Gay earle of Warwicke and his pe ople ſurpriſed, from thence carried to 


' a place called Blackiow, where in the preſence of the earles of Larcaſter,z3 arwicke, 


and Hereford, he had his head ſmitcen off. The King hearing thereof rooke 
ſach ſorrow for his death, that he onely imagined preſent meanes ro revenge 
the blood of his friend, or ratherof his halfe-ſelfe ; which being weil knowne 
tothe Lords, they reſolved not tolay downe armes, til} they had provided for 
their ſecurity : the King was thenat Logdon,and rhe Lords at Dunftople, but by 
continuall inter-dealingsof the Prelates,and Gilbert earle of Glouceſter, there wis 
for a time a peace and pardon granted unto them. The Scors being advertiſed 
of theſe faftions among(t the Engliſh , rooke their opportunity , and in the 
yeere aboveſaid, adhered to undaunted Brxce, and fo reſorted unto him. that 
by degrees he had gotten a great ſtrength , and was againe publikely received - 
and obeyed for King of $cot/2vd, from moſt places whereof he drove rhe En- 
gliſh,and(in contempt of Edward) committed great ſpoyle by ſlauzhter of peo- 
ple, burning of Townes in Northumberland, he likewiſe overcame 5n bacttell whbn 
Cummis a Scot, Earle of Bucquhan, whom King Edrerd had incruſted with the 
principall charge of $cotlasd, he alſo ſent his brother Edward B-ace to beſiege 
the Caftle of Striveling. The King of England hearing hereot raiſcd a very great 
army, and marcheth roward the ſaid Cattle, but the earles of Lazcafter, Warwick, 
and 4rvndelt refuſ:d to attend their King inthis ſervice, by which meanes 
the King had not that power and force which otherwiſe he might have had; in 
concluſion , he fer forwards rowards Banocſbowrne neere $triveling, where he 
was met withall by King Robert, who by policy of their Iron ſtakes againſt the 
Engliſh horſe, King Zdwerds battell was diſcomficed-and great ſ]:nghter made 
ofthem. The lofſe fell much upon the nobleſt in this batrel! : for there were 
flaine Gilbert Earle of Glowceffer , Robert de Clifford, and beſides other Lords, 


 abour 700 Knights, Eſquires, and men of Armory : and according to our wri- 


ters, ſome 1000 common ſouldiers,and Humfrey Earle of Ps : with divers 
others, were taken priſoners, King Edward himſelfe hardly eſcaped co Berwick.

Pee Bryce brother to Robert King of Scors, being puffed up with pride of 
=thelaſt victory againſt the Englih, with a power of ſouldiers enrred _— 
Irerd84, 
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Treland, and there by favour of ſome of the Iriſh Nobility he procured him- 
telte ro be Crowned King, bur after he had continued there by the ſpace of 
three yeeres, he was encountred by the Engliſh, under the condud of the 
Archbiſhop of Armagh,and of Iobs Lord Brinaieghem Iuſticiall of 1relmzd, where 
rogether with his late uſurped kingdome he loſt his life:there were ſlain in this 
harcaile many honourable Scots, beſides 5000 contmon fouldiers : this new 
king Edwards he2d was cur off at Dunkalke,& his army afterwards diſperſcd; but 
much about this time, King Robert Brace (as a moſt expert and vigilant Prince) 
did not ſuffer this joy to continue long to the Engliſh, for by praQife with 
one Peter Spalding, towhom King Edward had entruſted the Towne of Bey- 
wicke, he recovered it from the Engliſhgafter it had remained eweney yeeres in 
their coſtody ; which when King Edwerd thought to have wonne againe, the 
Scots diverted him from the Giege, wich incurſions and flaughrers of his Peo- 
ple upon the Northerne parts of Exgiazd, nor failing much of ſarprifing the 
Queen in a Village not farre from Torke, where ſhe ſojourned during the ſiege 
at Berwicke, according to Maſter Stow there was fhaine 30co Yorkſhire men in 
theſe skirmiſhes, afcer which a peace was concluded for a while betwixt Eme-

s See king being a man that fuſfc > both himfelfe, end his ſtate tobe ruled 
by the rwo Spezſers, the father and the ſonne ,} but eſpecially the fonne was 
ſo powerfull wich him, that by the Lords and Barons he was thovghe to 
be a farre worſe member then Pierce Gaviſion 5 Thomas earle of Lancaſter, and 
the chiefe of the Barons did all conclude, not to futfer them thus to rale the 
King ; which to effect , they cauſed borh the father and the ſonne robe hani- 
ſhed,rhat chen they themſelves might be the more powerfull in the kingdome. 
In all contentions that ever was betweene the king and his barons cill chfs 
time, Queene 7/abet had beene ever hitherto a maker of peace, doing therefn 
worthy offices:bur one night ſhe being denyed lodging at Leeds in Kent which 
belonged to the Lord Badleſmere (one of the earles faction) ſhe withdrew her 
good conceit, and was an author to the king of preſently revenging that diſ- 
honour, who napon her complaint came himfelfe in perſon, wich many thou- 
fnd ſouldiers before the Caſtle,tooke the Captaine,and pur both him and all 
the men therein ro ſhamefull death : moreover longing ra be righred againſt 
the Lords, for their late infolencies , .marcheth on to Circeſter raking many 
Caſtles,and befieging others : the Lords (wholittle ſuſpected any luch ſadden 
aſſault) provided in the meane time for cheir defence ; then the king called 
backe yong Spenſer, and cauſerh the judgement which was paſſed agai»ſt him 
and his farher,co be erroneous and yoyd. The Lords perceiving this, ſome of 
them made ſubmiſſion ro the king, amongſt which was che ewo Ropers Morts- 
mers, the faction weakned by this defeion ; the reft made head in the North, 
under the leading of the earle of Zencoffer who now was to fight for hislife ;

lefric and rooke of the inhabirants one rhouſand markes ro fſpare their houſes 
from the rage of warre: they having had ſuch good ſuccefſe, landed at Wis- 
chelſez, though being fromrhence repalſed, they burnt che cowne of Haſtings

TR commons were much diſcontented at an extraordinary tax, leived per 
pol, upon ali ſorts of people, who were above fixtecne yeares of age, which 
were topay tothe King twelve pence ag head , which was granted ar a Parlia- 
ment held at Northawpton,and withall they alleadged for the chiefe cauſer of 
thoſe raxations Jobs of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, whothen (tiled himſelfe King 
of Caftile and Leon (the manner being rocauſe them the authors of evill, who 
are ſuppoſed to have the greateſt powerof doing them) theſe flight occafioas 
moved che enraged commons toranne into a fearefall rorrent, amongſt which 
thoſe of Kewt and Effex were principall, whoſe examples were followed in the 
neighbonring ſhires of Sarrey, 84ffolke; Norfotke.; Cambridge, and other places, 
by incredible heards , and droves of like qualified people, who (eſpecially in 
Norfolke) forced ſundry principal gentlemen to atcend them'in cheirmadnefles 
they of Kent embartailed themetves under two Banners of Saint G-orge, and 
ebout cthreeſcore and ten penons, upon Black heath; and from thence to Los- 


G8, where,che generalicy inclining to chem, they are Maiſters of —

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Saint /obys withour Smithfield chey kept burning for about ſeaven dayes, and 
the goodly palace of the Savvy, belonging to the Duke, withall the riches 
therein, they conſamed with fire, inakinde'of holy outrage, for they thruſt 
one of their fellowes into the flame'; who had thruſt apeece of ſtolne plate 
into his boſome; the rebells of Eſſex came to Lambeth, burng all the Archbi- 
ſhops goods, & defaced all che writings, rowles,records and mcnumentrs of the 
chancery: but chis their rage was lietle co that crnelty which afterwards was 
thowne ; for beyond the ſpoilgof houſes and ſabftance, they laid bloudy hands 
on the moſt eminent men in the kingdome, amongſt which 83-08 Tibald A rch- 
biſhop of Canterbury and Chauncellour of Ezglazd, and Sir Robert Holes Lord 
prior of Saint 7obr, and treaſurer of Exgland, with others, wichour any reſpet 
rothe King they moſt barbarouſly murchered by beheading them on tewer 
hill ; nor was the Kings owne perſon withour manifeſt perrill, againit whoſe 
life chey had moſt damnably conſpired: they had many caprtaines of miſchiefe 
bur ewo principally ,j”st Tykr of Mddffoze it Kent, and 1k firaw, who together 
had followers of above a hundreth thonſand , beſides achaplaine as gracelefſe 
as themſelves named Thu Bol}, who with his wicked doQrine nouriſhed them 
in their ſeditioas furies,burt when a great multitude accepting the Kings mercy 
were gone, at Tyr and his campe departed nor, butupon prerence of diſli- 
king the articles of peace, ſought to winne time till he might pur into fall exe- 
cation his incredible treaſons ; the young King in thoſe feares remooved from 
the Tower to eſtmiaſter, where moſt devoutly commending his crowne, life 
and whole eſtate to God, from thence he went to Smithfield(where being ac- 
companied with that noble Lord major of Lezdes, William Waliorth.) Wat Thker 
with his complices was intreated to repaire unto him, before whom when he 
preſented himſelfe, he ſhewed ſuch an. inſolency of behaviour, that he offered 
ro marther one of che Kings Knights, named Sir 19h» Newton, for omiſſion of 
ſome reſpect, which he arrogaredro himſelfe in more then a Kingly manner, 
was(upon leave given him by che King)boldly arreſted with a drawne weapon 
by the Lord major that couregions Walworth aforeſaid, which Blow was ſecon- 
ded by the ſaid Lord and others fo ſpeedily, that there this prodigie of a trai- 
rour was teldand ſlaine. Thecommons perceaving the fall of their capraine, 
prepared ro uſe extreme revenge, when the moſt hopeful] yong King with a 
preſent wir and courage (it being for his life and kingdome) ſpurred forth his 
horſe, and bad them follow him, without being grieved for a ribald or trai- 
roar, for now he himſelfe would betheir capraine.

fally himſelfe that day, fo likewiſe did the yong Prince (his ſonne *) ſhew 
great perfeQion ofhis noble valour which after ſhone in him, being wounded 
with an Arrow inthe Face ; The Lord Percy and the Earle Dewgler(chen whom 
the World had not two braver Champions ) in ſteede of ſp-nding themſelves 
' upon the mulcitude, ſer the point of their hopes againſt the King, for which 
cauſe they ruſhed forward with their Speares and Swords ; bur the Earle of 
Duzberre ( who then was of the kings part ) diſcovering cheir purpoſe, drew 
the king from the place which hee had choſen ro make good, and thereby in 
likelyhood for che preſent ſaved his life , for the (tandard royail was over- 
throwne , and the Earle of Stefford, and Sir Wolter Bluzs the kings ſtanderd- 
dearer was flaine, and ſure many of the ſubjeRs chought the king was ſlayne, 
and not a few ran out of the Field , wholike a marriall Prince noewit \ſtand- 
ing re-inforced the fight againe with che ſlaughter of many of boch fides, but 
that which gave an end to this wofull Worke was the death of yoog Hetſper, 
who riding inthe head of the Batrayle in defiance of danger or death, was 
( by unknown hand)cilled, wich whoſe fall the whole Army was diſcomfired,

other part ( omitting valiant Percy) there fell on the Eſquires , and Gergle- 
men of Ch fhire ſome 200, and aboat 5000 common Souldiers, the Exrke of 
porcefler, Sit Richard Verwew and the Barron of Kizdg/res were beheaded at 
Shrewsbury 2nd yong Percyes body being ſuffered co be buryed, the King cauſed 
ic co be raken out of the grave againe the head choptoff, and the body quartered 
and fent into divers Ciries of the kingdome.

f rea Mowbray Earle Marſhall, Richard ke Scroope , Atch-Bifſbop of Torke 
with divers others conſpired againſt che King , being in good hope the 
Earle of Northaenberland,che Lord Berdelph,and che Cirizens of Yorte wou'd rake 
their parts, the Earle of Weſteverland hearing of this atrempt, gathered forces 
ro encounrer them , bur perceaving,himſcife roo feeble, hre berakes himſelfe

ſword-bexrer, andcup-bearer, the next day he rerernes, and che Lord $49 iz 
beheaded at Cheape-ſide, and his body cut into quarters. Then they poe ro 
the Fleer, whence caking one Cromeres an eſquire high ſherife of Kees, they be. 
head him at Milk: eezd, The Lord Major ( Thomas Charlton) and the wiſer 
wealthy ones ſeeing chemſelyes in ſuch danger, ſecretly ſenr co the Lord $eeles 
forayd, Mathew Goxgh at night came amongſt chem with ayde, the Kentiſh hea.

10 reſt in Richard Duke of Yorke , «v4 the Jawfull beires of bis body King Henries 
heires beingtxcluded, The Duke in the meane time isproctaimed heire apparanr., 
and 
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and called Prince of #aler, Duke of Corewal,and Earle of Chefter,& proreQour 

of Englead, after all which,the Dake of 7orke finding himſelte nor ſure, axjlong 
+ as the Queene and her ſonre was abroad, leaves the King with the Duke of 

Norfothe, and the Earle of WWarwicke, at Lowdow ; himſelfe with che Earle of 
Selic bury and Rutlend,and certaine forces, ſerteth forward to#/ 6kefield to purſee 
the Queene and her ſoane, ſending direQion to the Earle of Merch, that hee 
ſhould follow with all his power, the Duke of Torke came co the Caſtle of $28. 
dallnere Wakefield apon Chriſtmas eve, repoſing himſelfe and expeQting an in- 
creaſe of his numbers; the Queene advertiſed, thinkes it wiſedome to fight 
before the Dake grow too ſtrong, and chereupon marcherh forward, havin 
an Armyof18000 men,led by the Dakes of Sornerſet and Excefter,the Earles of 
Devosſhire and Wilſhire, the Lords NeviB,Chifford, Ros, andin effect all the Nor- 
therne Nobility , the hoſt preſcors it ſclfe before Se#d/ to dare and provoke 
the Dake to Battaile;his blond being impatient of cheſe braves, and perhaps 
ignorant that the enemy had ſogreat a company , will needes fight, though 

eEarle of $alizbury,and Sir David Hall, ( an ancient ſervant of his and a great 
Souldier) gave him adviſe co ſtay,ti]l hisſonne,the Earle of Merch, approach- 
ed yith ſuch Fe/fmee,and numbers as hee had «fſembled. Bur hee being reſo- 
late would not incline to them. The Queeneof the other fide, ro the intent 
hee mizhe noc eſcape her hands, placed the Earle of j/i{fire, and the Lord 
Clifford in av ambuſh berwixt the Caſtle, and the place where hee ofneceſlity 
muſt fight. The Dukes of Somerſet and Exceſter ſtand embarrailed in the open 
Field, againſt whom the Dake of 7orke with nor above 5000 men, ifſlued, the 
Battailes joyne furiouſly, when ſodainly the Duke of Yorke ſees himſelfe 
incloſed, and although hee exprefſed great man-hood, yet within one halfe 
hower, his Army was difcomfited, himſelfe and divers of his friends ſlaine,s- 
monglt which was the Earle of Rut/and his ſonne ,by rhe hands of the Lord 
Clifford after the Batcayle was done, likewiſe in the Field was {laine the Lord 
Herrizgiow , Sir Thomas Nevill ſonre to the Earle of Selicbery, Sir David Hl, 
with ſundry Knights,and others,about 2200, the Earleof $ali;bury was taken 
priſoner and beheaded ac PomfraF, the. Dukes head, rogether with his, were 
fixedupon poles, and ſer upon a gate at Torke. 
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He Earle of Merch, ſonne ro the Duke of Torke, hearing of cheſe tragicall 
adyentures aforeſaid, gives not over, bur gathered an Army of abour 20000 
men tomarch againſt the Queene. Bur he hearing char 7aſper Exrle of Peabrook 
( halfe brother ro King Hesry the 6) and Iener Buthr Earie of Willhire had a- 
mongſt their friends of 1rjþ, and Fel raiſed great forces ro incercepe and rake 
him , he cherefore ſodainly curnes back from $hrewebury, ard at a place called 
Mortimers croffe necre Ludlon, hee (ers upon chem ; ir being Candlemaſle day 
in the morning. At which time (as ſome wricers report) there appeared chree 
Sunnes which ſodaialy joyned in one. The Battailes maintaine their fights 
wich great fary, bac in che end che Earle of March obraines the victory, killing 
of his enemnies 3300 men, the Earles ſaved themſelves by flight, bur owes Tew- 
der Father to the E .rle of Penbrooks was taken, and beheaded at che commande- 
mentof vitorious Edwerd Earle of Merch. As alſo Sir 1obs Skhvdgmore, with bis

choſe happinefſes. Norwichſ(tanding all this che common people wholy ſtand 
for the Earle of March, and the marebecauſe they had intelligence that hee 
had vanquiſh-d che E wieot Peabrocke, in the marchesof Woer. And thatthe 
Earle of Werwicke eſcaping from Sainc A/bevs, had mer with him:theſe newes 
made the Kinz,and Quzene retire into che North, and leave the Soxtherwparts

Edward Earic of March having won the Burraile of Aortimer: crofſe aforeſaid,

thew berland, and the Lord Elifford, whoſe fathers were (ayne at the firſt Bac- 
eaile of Saint 4/b2u5,4006 theretore to leave no attempt unaſlayd, he ſo ſodain- 
ly charged apon the croupe appoynted co keepe Ferry-bridge,that the Lord 
Fitzwalter anarmed (only wich a Poleax in his hand)ceme haftily corthe Bride, 
thinking a fray had beene amongſt his own Souldiers, where, with che baſtard 
. of 8afiibury, he with many others were ſ]iyne by che enemie ; the guſt of this 
was preſencly blowne to the ſtour Earle of Werwickreares , who poſting to Fd- 
ward ler him know how fatall was cheir beginning, and fo allighring from his 
Horſe with his ſword flew him, Gying;ſer him fly,char fly wiil,F willtarry wich 
him char will rarry with me zwhich he confirmed by kiffing the Croffe of his 
ſword the uſual! complemenrof covenants made by Martiall men : the va- 
liant Lord Fex/cos Bridge tearing leaſt this beginning would give an edge to

' the [ron hor,and ready to be ſtruck , cherefore with her ſonne Prince Edward, 
hs Earle of Oxford, and Taſp:r Earle of Penbrooke, came unto Ambozer where 
by meanes of the Freech King a combination of alliance was confirmed be- 
ewize Prince Edwerd, and Are the ſecond daughter tothe Earle of YYarwick, 
then preſent wich her mother, and fiſter in Fraxce, that King Henry ſhould a- 
ne be reftored; the Dake of C/arence and the Earle tooke an oath, never ro 
. fiſtnor flye one from another whilſt they had power : after theſe confir- 
mations YYarwick gathers what power hee can,and landed in Exglced, and pro- 
claimed King Heary,commanding all betwixt fixceens co ſixty rot2ke up armes 
againſt Edward Duke of Torks,the moſt unjuſt aſurper of King Hearies Crown, 
and came marching toward Lesdos, where by the way he was reforred ro daily 
with a great confluence of people all this King Fdwerd ſeemed litele to re- 
gard, burthoaght hee had now got YYerwick into his trap, and preſently ſent 


to his brother the Dake of Burewpdy , to fecare che Seas, leaſt that YVarwick 
| ſhould 
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| ſhould eſcape back againe into Freece,, 21lo to his Lord: of Eogladtoartend 


him in his warres, but very mavy negleQed his command.whichwhen fid- 
ward perceaved, hee was (trucke wich a greac teare, and with bis hrother be 
Duke of Glerefler,the Lo:d Haſtings, and the Lord Scales the Queenes brother, 
he haſted rowards Nottizgham, there rodererrtiine what was ro be done ;in the 
m*-ane time che baſtard Fel.nzbridge in the Welt, and rhe Earle af Epirus 1 
#/8es,proclaimed King Hearglike wife Mar quelle Mogtgcute , baying gaihar 
ſome 6000 forcesin the name of King Edvard;drew them cowards Nottingbam, 
when on a ſodaine he drew them back, aileadging that Edward was uogratefull, 
and regardlefle of his friends, rheſe things being divulged Planet r > cOm- 
mons, they were all turned far King Hepyxies part, and making bone-fires.and 
ringing bells,they ſuog their dicties at every meecring,& cryed x Heary,a'Femry, 
aWarwick,a Wargck,K.£dmgrd hearing theſe rumours fled trom fus hoſt beſides 
Nottiaghi with fome of his chiefe friend: & paſſed aver the waſhes ro Lia, where 
in ewo Shipsof Holland, and ane Eag/tbShip , he fer fayle towards Eur wy, 
and by the way being encountred by the Eaferliuge, had much adoe ro efcape; 
after thisthe Earle of Werwick with the Duke of Clareace , 2nd divers others 
went to the Tower, wherein King # xr3 had heene priſoner almoſt g yeeres, 
and there againe eleted him for their lawfull King.

4a Henry being now exalted to his royall throne againe, and King E4- 
zard lying in Burgugdy, cunſ1king with his triends ro make a ſpeedy re- 
turne, hee reſolves tor Eegland, and with ſame 2000 men behides Saylers, 
ember kes himſclfe ; atrempting to take land in Norfatke, bur thoſe coaſts being 
guarded, hee wafred more Northward,and entring Huwberlayd, at Rovenſper 
ia Yorkefpire, when laying aſide all claime.to the Crowne, and pretending n0- 
thing bur his Ducchy of Yorke , he ſhewed the rudeypulcicude lecrers, making 
chem before ehey were ſent trom the Earic of Northumberland, tor his fafecan- 
du& , andinevery place where heecame, proclamigg King Havy ; him(clf 
wearing an Eſtrich feather which was Prince Edmurd: livery.; and paſſing to 
Yorks, his oth firſt rakenco be true ro King Heary, he centred che Ciry py bich 
preſently he ſurpriſed aud aſſumed ro himlclfe. Earle FYarwich now hearing 
of Edmerds landing, :ſeatword to his brother Marqueſle 4fomrgcute( then re- 
fiding at Poeefret ) to intercept him,before he grew roo potent, but whether 
the Marqueſle delayed or winked , Edward paſſed nat farre figm Pamfret to 
Nottinghews which encouraged many to favour his defignes, houlding chat ow 
$acute was Ccither a friend, orelſeafraid.codeale with ſo powerfull an.enemy : 
Edwerd (ecing now che Sunne begun taſhine onhim, made forward cowards 


 Leiceffer,where the Earles of Warwick , and Oxfard with a greatpower lap, but 


becaule Clarence was wantins, they let Edward hold an without any encounter, 
upon which many reſorted unto Edwerd, much co .theencreafing of his Army; 
I arwicke perceaving, that Clereece forbearance had given him that head, hee 
preſencly ſends to Clerence, being then about Loedos, to come with all.bis forces 
and joyne wich ther ; in the meane time , YYarwick tooke into the Ciry of 
Covesiry , meaning from thence to ſet on the enemy, bur Edaard perceaving 
his Scarr? had paſt the darke threatning cloud, pitched hisTenss neere thar Ci- 
ty, ina phlaine Field, and valiancly had the Earle come to Batcatle,, buthee 
miſtruſtiog(as reaſon hee bad) thatthoþoldneſſe of Tdwars, was backr.by 
rexce.,, keptcloſe withia the walls wich purpaſe, toſee how che World -wauld 
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goe, Eward loth to loote time about one Cities fiege , raiſeth his Army any 
departeth cowards the Towne of arwick , unto which Towne likewile, hs 
brcher C/2rewce was on march with foure choaſand men, theſe meeting upon 
2 plaine three miles from the Towne fer their Batcaile in array ,as if they went 
co have fought, bar the King, his brother Gloceſter, che Lord Haſtiags,and 0+ 
thers, without any garde made towards C/aresce, which when he beheld, himſelf 
agccomoanied wich ſom? men of eſtate, encountred his Brother with a loving 
m2<cing, and inconcluſfion, they entred into amity and peace, upon which, 
Clarence (ent word to Warwick by divers meſſengers , to incline the ſame way, 
promiting him grear preferment: but he utterly rejettng ſuch dealings, ſen 
him anſwer againe, That hee had rather bee an Earle like bimſelfe, thee ap'irjured 
Dok ; his (tour reſolution made Edward more wary,and therefore hee haſterh 
rowards Loudon making it the key to open the way to the Crowne, ( to which 
when hee aproached) che Cirizens opened their gates,and cryed K. Edward K. 
Edward,cthe Dake of Somerſet and others,chat was left co attend K. Henry, led 
for their lives; leaving him in the Biſhops pallace. where he was taken by King 
EJward.and (ent againe zorhe Tower, Erle Warwick hearing how things were 
carried in Losdon, confalred with his afhiſtances, which were the Dake of 
Excefter , the Marqueſſe Aoztecute , the Earle of Oxford and others, what was 
belt ro bee done zthey hould ir belt policy to follow the enemy, and try itby 
Burcaile, before the enemy grew too ſtrong, and for that parpoſe they haſt ro 
S. Alhans,and from thence rowards Loxdon,with a full purpoſe to recover Los. 
dos, but Edward not truſting the ſtrengeh ofche Cicy marchech cowards them, 
and apon Gl/admore neare Barnet, ſer dowae his Tents neare his enemies upon 
Exſter-eve, the nexc day being Eaſterday, chey marſhall cheir Armies, 38x + 
wick divided his into three Batralions, the right wing was led by the Marqaeſſe 
his brocher,and the Earle of 0xford,himſelfe wich the Duke of £xcefter led the 
left, and the maine Battaile was commanded by the Dake of Somerſet, King 
Etward 'ikewſe placed his brother the Dake of Glecefter in the foreward, him. 
ſcife and the Dake of Clorexce in che-midleward ; and the Lord Chamberlaine 
inthe rereward, ſtill reſerving a freſh ſupply when occaſion ſhoald ſerve, the 
Butailes joyne,and 0xford upon that part of the Kings ſets on fariouſly, and 
with great violence forcech chem backe, ſo that many of thern fled ro Zoxdos, 
reporting that YYrwick had won the Field , and ſare ic was in great forward. | 
nefſe, had not fortune thwarted it by an unexpeted chance;for the day being 
foggy, and over-caſt with mifts hindred cheir eyes of any farre ſight , fo thac 
the Scarres which(being the cognizance of the Earle of Oxford ) wason'mens 
cones, was taken for che Sunne which was worne by King Edwsrd&men, in 
which error Werwicks Batraile let flie at their owne fellowes, who were in 
great forwardnes to have won the day, and they nor knowing the cauſe, cry- 
ed tresſon treaſon.we ore betrayed, whereupon the Earle of 0xferd with 8oofled 
the Field, which when Warwick, perceaved, wich words like a Souldier hee 
encouraged his men, and ſeeing freſh ſupplyesof his eneemiesdraw amo fight 
he furiouſly ruſhed into the mid of his enemies, where ( valiantly fighting) 
with his brorher the Marqueſſe Mostecwie hee was ſlayne, and his Batcaile dil- 
comfired;apon King Edwerds part was flayne , the Lords Crowwel}, er, 
and Barwrs, befides many others, and of common Snaldiers on both ſides 
10000. the Dake of Excefter being left for dead in the Field recovered, and 
rooke (antuary, the Dake of Soxxcrſet and the Earle of oxford, eſcaped the 


Fieid, and fled into zF ales, where with /aſper Earle of Prabrooke, they plotted to

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K's Edward had ſcarce beene two dajes in Londos , but newes was brought 
| that Queene Mergeret, was landegin the Weſt Country with her yourg 
Sonne prince Edwerd. King Edward hearing hereot, thinkesit high time to 
lop off theſe branches before chey ſpread roo farre;& with a leleted company 
he marchech to meete them ; Qu-ene Mergoret inthe meane time hath divers 
frieadsreſorrs, and joynes to her, asthe Duke of Somerſet and divers orher, 
comes forward to Tewkebery,the Duke of Someſet is rhe generall. And himſelte 
and his brother the Lord Johs Somerſet, leades the forepart of che Battaile, the 
midle Battalion commanded by the Prince, andrhe Lords, S* Toby and Wen- 
lock and the rereward governed by Ioha Courtney Earle of Devosſhire , King Ed- 
word who was come now within ſight of his encmies, divided likewiſe his Ar- 
my into thrze parts, commiecing the foreward cothe guide of his brocher,the 
Duke of Glowcefter, the maine hee underrooke himfelte, and the rereward was 
commanded by the Lord Heſtizes his Chamberlaine: che Field chons Mar- 
ſhalled, and the figne of Barraile being given, a moſt bloudy fight began : 
the King had planted his ordinance at molt adyantage, which Glorefter beſtaw- 
ed freely amongſt the Dakes men, and they lodged berwixc dicches, buſhes, 
and hedges, wirh their ſhowers of Arrowes gallc d G/oceſters followers, foas by 
hiscommand bis followers gave back, which Somerſet perceaving witha great 
courage came our of his{trengeh,, and came into the place where Kine Ed- 
ward was embarrayled , thinking verily that wewock had fojlowed ar his back, 
whoas ic ſeemes,meant nothing lefſe,- the advantage eſpyed, Glocefter made 
his rerreat, and with freſh ſupplyes of 200 ſpeares, ſo charged Somerſet 

as his Batcaile was diſordered, and put to fearefall flight, himſclfe recovering 
the middle-ward found there che Lord #eslock idle, whilſt other were thus 
workiag for theit lives, whom he moſt opprobrioully reviled in rhe tearmes of 
a traitor, and with his Bactatte-axe ſtroke his Braines- out of his head ; when 
preſently Glocefter, and after the Kingenters cheir rrench, wherein all of the 
Qaeenes partweptto wrack,for there were {layne on her part in this Barcaile 
ilobs Lord Somerſet , Is : Courtney Earle of Devasſbire,che Lord meek, in man- 
ner as we have faid, Sir 70hs Delves, Sir Edward Heaypies, Sir Robert VYhittiog- 
hem.and Sir Tohs Lewkever with 3000 others, beſides amongſt thea) that fled 
Prince Edward was one, whom Sir Richerd Crofts apprehended before he gat to 
Tewkesbury , but Edwnad Doke of Somrerfet the Prior of S. Jobas and divers 0- 
thers, tooke Sanctuary in the Abbey, and other places of the Towne ; not- 
withſtanding they were taken forth, and arraigned before Richard Dake of 
Ghocefter , where they were copdemned,and were prefently beheaded, beſides 
a dozen Knights more ; thea was made Proclamation , for apprehenſion of 
Prince Edwerd, promiting a great reward, and the ſafegard of che Princes life, 
upon which promiſes, Sir &ichard Crofts preſented young Edwerd unto the 
King, whom with a fterne courrenance he beheld a while, and as ſternely de- 
manded, how he durſt ſo preſumptaouſly enter into his land with banner diſ- | 
played > whereupon the Prince made thisreply ; ro recover ( faid hee ) my 
fachers Kingdome , and his moſt righttall inhericance , pofſefſed by his fa 
ther, and grand-farher,and from him immediately belonging unto mee ; 
how dareſt thou then which art his ſabje& diſplay thy colpur againſt him, 
thy Liege Lord ? which anſwer mooved King Edaard ſo much, as with his 
Gancler hee daſhed the Prince on the mouth , whom Richard Duke of Glo: 
cefter with orher of his ſervancs moſt ſhamefully marthered ; even in che 
Kings preſence, and at His feete , whoſe body was buryed without ſolem- 
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nity.amongſt ocher meane perſons , ia the C 1wrch of the Blecke Fryers in 
Tewkhibury. 

Abour chis time, Thowar Nevilt , baſtard Falconbridge,growing very famous 
at Sea by his piracy, meant ro make his fame no lefle on land, for which par- 
poſe pu:ting in at Dover, many miſgoverned and lewd perſons dayly drew to 
him(o that his power grew rode ſome 17000 ſtrong; with ch+ſe rhrough Kees 
he mad: his way to Logos, and paſſing 3000 of his men over Thames, they di- 
vided th:mſelves into rwo companies, of which one went ro Aleate, andano- 
ther to Biſhops -gats, 2nd himlelte at Lowdon-Bridge,ail which chey fired roge- 
ther , ſochac the City was in three places fyred , and afſiyled rozether, but 
with ſuch evill tuccefſe,that they loſt 500 of their men, and the bold baſtard

[ng Richard having obtained the Crowne by uſurpatrion, eſper Earle of 
EY 22nbrooke , and Henry Earle of Richmond fled incolirtle Brittaiee, as fearing 
thetyranay of the Kiag, for Heary Earie of Richmond, was ſonne to Edmond 
Earle of Richmenl by his Wife, Marg:ret ſole heire of Jobs Dake of Somerſet 
Grandchild to /obhs of Gast, fo that by che civill warres,this Heary was che laſt 
that was lefc of che Lasceſtrias family . all which King Richard perceaving, he 
ſent great gifts, and Ambaſlies ro the Duke of Brittaiee, cicher tokeepe Exrle 
Henry inſatecy,or elſe ro ſend him over into Evgland, which the Earle percea- 
ving and fearing ro he intercepted hee fl:d into Frevce, where h2e was hano+ 
rably receaved,and there joyned wich him th2 Earle of Oxford, who had fled 
gur of Hamer Caltle, where he was impriſoned, and captaine 1awves Blunt, Cap- 
taiae thereof likewiſe joyned with them: alſohe had in his company che Earle 
of Devoeſhive, the Marqueſſz Dorſet the Qu=enes ſonne, the Lords wells,ip4l- 
loughhy,and Bourchier with many other valiant Knights ; King Richard obler- 
ving theſe paſſiges beyond Sea, commanded his own ports to be ſecurely k-pr; 
the E ule nor thinking ic policy to delay time, obteyning a ſmall ayd of the 
Fren:h for a ſome of money,for which the Lord Marqaefle Dorſet, ( whom he 
ſom-ching miſtraſted) and Sir Tbs Bourchier were lefcin pledge, hee ſer for- 
ward ro Roas, and preparing his ſhipping in the moath of Seyne, with rwo 
thauſan1 m-n onely, and a ſmall number of Ships fer fayle from Harffext che 
15 If Avguſt,and the ſeaventh day following arrived at Milford haves in les, 
wiereccing land, hee came ro Dale, and thence the next day marchech co 
Hereford WV 2't, cen miles into the maine, from thence he marcheth roCardiges, 
where hee had n*wes th: Country was forelaid againſt him , but finding char 
uncrae, he made (till forward, beating dowae ſuch holds as held ag iaſt him, 
then ſear ſecretly ro Lidy Margeret his mocher, ( who was then maryed rothe 
Lord $*amlg) ro let his friends know chat he meant ro paſſe Severse at Shrews- 
bury, an1 (o come forward to London:in his way to Shreweburychere met him, 
Sir Rice ap Thomsr a man of great conmnand in Wales, with a gumber of vali- 
ant m2n to (fide in hisquarrell. The Earle more boldly from Shrewebery, held 
oa his mirch r»che Towne of New-poxt, whicher SirGilbert Totbot, wit? 2000 
m2ncam? to his ayd,from th? young Earle of $hrewebury: then palled hee for- 
ward, to Stafford, and had confereace there with Sir Villar Stanly, and pro- 
Ceeded fxrward was haaoribly entertained in the Cicy of Ligchde!d, where 
Thaw u Lnrd Stavley with 5000 mn, had beene (ametwo daics'b{fore , bur 
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jeaious King who kept his elde(t'ſonne an hoſtage for his cruth : King Richard 
at this time held his Court at Nottizghew, where being informed thar Earle 
” with a ſmall company was landed in #aks, made ſmall account of what 
hee coald doe , not in any ſort fearing what after enſued , himſelfe 
He alcogether relying on the Lord Walter Herbert, and Sir Rice ap- Thomas , two 
principall men,in whom he conceaved mot truſt; yer leſt this new riſen ſpring, 
mighr garher in more heads, hee ſent co the Duke of Norfo/ke , the Eaxrles of 
Northumberland, and 8urry, and many other Knights, commanding them with 
cheir torces to come , and attend upon his perſon, which accordingly they ſec 
forwards to doe;meane while, hee ſent his eſpials out, ro know the way Henry 
went;he had intelligence, that hee was paſt Shrew1bury without any impeach- 
ment. which cauſed him mightily ro ſtorme, and having notice the Earle was 
at Litchfield, and that daily great numbers reſorted ro him, incontinently hee 
marihalled his followers, and like a valiant Souldier led his men to Leice(# 
and after ſunne ſerentred che Towne , Earle Richmond departed from Lit 
field to Tamworth , and in the way met Sir Thowas Bowrchier,and Sir al:er Hks- 
gerford going towards the King, who upon this anlooked for occ:fion, and 
knowing in what ſuſpition themſelves ſtood with the King, the night follow- 
ing they ſecretly left the company of Brakeabwry their Capraine, and wandring 
in wayes unknowne with mach adoe,. got ſafely anto the Earles companies. 
In like danger Henry himſelte chanced ro come, for knowing that King Richard 
wasneare hand witha great power, and chat his father in law the Lord Staley 
ſtood as a Neuter, he was ſtruck deepe into a melanctoly , and wich eweniy 
_ighthorſe men |-ngered behind, ſeriouſly maſing what wae to bee done, art 
1:ft he loſt the ſight of his hoa'', and by rhe darkenefle of che night miſſed his 
way z neither durſt he for the Kings ſtout. watch demand the way to Temworth, 
but.lay in a ſmall: Village three miles diſtant, to his nolitcle griefe, and his 
whole Armies greatamazement, but the next morning ( condu&ed by good 
fortune ) hee came to his hoaſt, excufing that his abſence was to haye con- 
ference with his ſecret friends, and then privily departing to the Lord Stanly 
hadconference with him, and waspat in good comfort ; Burcontrariwiſe 
King Richard was perplexed by the departing of Sir Johs Savage , Sir Brizs 
Seaford, and Sir Symon Dizby, in whomihe had repoſed great truſt , but be- 
ing derermined to put himſelfe to the triall of Batraile , rhe next morning he 
marcherh rowardsthe enemy, and upon afaire plaine called R:d&rore, neecre 
B:ſworth, about ſeaven miles Weſt from Leicefter,he pirched downe his Tents, 
and rhence ſent a Purfivant to the Lord Stantey, commanding to adyance for- 
ward, and rocome to his preſence , which it hee refuſed ſo ro doe, hee ſwore 
his ſognes head (ſhould off before he dined, the Lord Stanly inſwered the Pur- 
ſevant, chat if he did fo, he had more ſonnes ;burto come to the King, hee was 
not at chat crime determined : this anſwer declared, King &icherd commanded 
the Lord Strewge to be beheaded, at the very ſeaſon when the rwo Armies 
came in fight each o fothers,hut his counſelloursrould him, char the time was 
now to fight , and not to execute , which might better be done when the 
Field was fought. Wherenpon the Lord Srrewge was delivered priſoner torhe 
keeper of the Kings Tents , but now the time, and hourof Barraile being 
come. hee drew oat his Army upon the plaine, whoſe orderfor fighthe thus 
placed. The foreward he ordered of a marvellous Jengrh, ro ſtrike che more 
terror in the behoulders hearts, in whoſe forefronchee placed his Archers, 
23a Bulwarke to defend the reſt, the leading whereof was committed = _ 
ake 
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Dake of N»rfotke, with wha.n vas Thomas Euileot Surry, his fonne, his owne 
Battalion was farniſhed wich che beſt approved men af waire, having horſemen 
for wings of both (i4:s his Batcaile, Eacle Richwond ſeeing King Richard chaos 
embattailed, ſent co.che Lord Stanley , whoth?n (hood a loofe of , co coms, 
and helpe him co o:der his Batcailes, wavſe anſwer was, that he ſhould order 
chem himſelfe,aod that he woul come to him when he ſaw time convenient, 
which ſtruck che Earle inco a great dumpe ; but naw having notimetor de- 
lay , neceſſity compelled him to arder his men: the fore ward he made ſingle,

Ax chat King Heery had obrained the laſt Barraile at Boſwortb-field,as [ 
have ſhewed, hee by che conſent of che Nobilicy and ſtare, rooke to 
Wife . Eliz«beth eldeſt daughter of King'Edwerd the 4'b, ſothat by this much 
the two houſes of Torke, ind Lancaſiry way united into one, yet there wanted 
not ſome, which neverthelefſe plotted ro deprive King Hezry, amongſt which, 
one Richerd Symon a Pricſt, in hope to make himſclfe che principall Biſhop 
of Eng'and, and inſtigated by ſome which favoured the Tork tz FaRtion , hee 
plotced . he adyanc: ment of one Lambers Symeel/ ( being his pupill in Oxford) 
to the Crowne of Es;/avd he being the ſonne of a Baker orelſe a Shoowaker, 
bur a well faced ard pri.zcely ſhaped youth ; this A-r1y Typhbow went under the 
- narne of Edward Earle of Warwick, ſonne to George Duke of Clarence brother 
to King Exwgrdthe 4, andthen in the Tower of Londos, priſoner, and for 
the firſt divulging of their intents they paſſe over into Ireland, being confident 
they alwaycs adhered co the houſe of Yorke; their hopes deceived them nor, 
for the Lord Chancellour of Irelz#d, Thomas Fitz-gerald, preſently profeſſed 
himſelte forthe plot, and by his perſwaſions drew the generality of che 1riþ 
afrer him: meſſengers are h: r-upon diſpatched, both ro Exgla+sd, and into 
low Geremazy. to the Lady Margaret, (iſter toKing Edwardthe 4%, Darchefſe 
Dowager of Rxrgendy, a muſt morrall enemy to the Levcaftrias Fimily,in both 
. which places they finde their ſedition inclined to, and divers flocking from 
all parrs co ſapport their qarrell, and rhe Triſh ( ro have che glory of giving 
England 1 King ) proclaime, and reverence this painted blaſt, butthe more 
ro {trengrhen this fation, Tohe de Ha pole, Exrle of Lincolne (lonne of Joh Dels 
pele Nike of Suffolke by his Wife Elizabe h, fiſter roKing E.werd the 4, ) fe- 
cretly fled into Flazders ro his Anor the Dutchefſe of Burgeuady , whither 
Francis Ltd Lovell not longbefore, was likewiſe eſcaped, leaving Sir Thowss 
Brovghton.'to te mporize with the Exglih: ard though the Darcheſſe knew thar 
this Lambert was but a counterfeie, yer ſhee embracerh che occaſi »n, counte- 
nancerh che impoſture, and furniſheth the Earle,the Lord Lovell and others 
with money, an j »yned co them a renownedColonell Mer:i® Swirt,aGentle- 
man of honorable deſcent , and ſingular experience, and certaine ſele&ted 
compinies, to the number of about 2 000 Almeines, which ſoone after arrived 
ar Dublin in Ireland where Lembert who befor - wasbut proclaimed,is now in 
Chriſt Church publikely crowned King of Exz/eand. King Hewry hearing of 
theſ: paſſages, takes order for to leavy an Army , and to give his enemie 
Burrvle , likewile Lambert being attended by the Erle of Lizcolne, the Lord 
Lovell, the Lord Fitz-gera/dor Fitz Themes , and Colonel Swert: with an 
Army of pickt Souldiers, as wel! Ewgliþ, Detch , as 1rifb, all fired with infinit 
hopes ot preferment', they land in Lazceſbire at a place called rhe Pile of

countenance a naturall fine wit, and one chat was bred in England. and there- 
fore had his Enzliſh rongae ; having infuſed a!l her priocipalls in-o this Perkgs, 
under the tycl= of Richard Plawtagenet, ſecond ſonnero King Edward the foarch, 
ſhee moſt covertly ſeads him intro Portwgef{, wher2 having cept him ſecret 
tl he= ſaw her eime, (attended with fic atfociates, and privadoes) hee faylech 
into 1relird ( the foſtzr place, and nurſery of all good willco che houſ- of 


: Yorke) 
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Yorke) wher: hee ſo ſtrongly charmed that rude people with the charmes of 
falle hopes,and miſts of ſcemings,as be was effured of parrakers in prear plenty, 
Charles the eighth, King cf France, hearing (and perhaps beleevirg ) thar the 
Duke of Yorke was alive, invites him moſt ofticiouſly to Paris, and beſides all 
other honours, at bis comming,3fſgncd a guard for his per for,afre rward there 
repayred to him Sir George Nevil{Ca baſtard of the noble houſe of Newills)S' Tobn 
Taylor, Rewl;nd Robinſen and about ahuncred Eeglsh,burupen atreaty of peace 
at Boloigze,Herwcene the King of England and the King of France, the ſuppoſed 
Duke and his confedcrares, was notto remaine any longer in France ; upon 
whichthecy made for Flanders,to the Dutchefle of Burgundy, which the Datches 
obſerving , and ſeeing her artificia!l creacure chus rurned upon her hands. 
pretends an Extreame ignorance, that ever ſhee had ſeeve Eim before that preſeat, and 
an exceſſrve joy for his wiracutons eſcape , «8d preſervation , and thr the table 
mighr wantno quickving , which her perſonall conncenancing or her courc 
cou!d aff-'rd, ſhee open!y talures him by the title of the white roſe of England, 
and queſtions him on the manner of his eſcape , with ſuch Ike, to beyer a 
firme beleefe in the hearers , thar (hee never had ſeene him betore that time, 
and that he was indeed her Nephew Richard Duke of Torke, neither was hee1n 
any poynt wanting in his part ; bur fi:t.d ſuch like anſwers to all queſtions, 
and ſuch princely behavicurs to al] occa{zons, as made fame bould ro-publiſh 
him , with the fulleſt b'aſt ofher Trumper, for no other then arrue #3. hard 
Planta2inet : this intoxication, 2nd abuſion of the World, was wonderfully 


encreaſed by the ſecret revolt of Sir Robert Clifford Knighite, whom (a* one that 


had ſeene and knowne the true &zchard ) the conſpirators of Fegland had ſent 
over, toinforme himſeife , and chem, whether h:e was indeed as be ſeemed. Sir 
Robert being come tothe Datcheſſe, was made welcome , and being brought 
co his ſigh, did forchwith give credit, and conſtanely (ignifie, that this was 
indeede Richard Plantaginet, the true Duke of Yorke, and that hee well knew 
him for ſuch, money and encouragements were hereupon ſent out of Exglard 
from ſuch as favoured him, amongſt whom was Sir 17;{/i9r2 Stanly, Chamber- 
laine toKing Hemry,the Lord Fitz walter, Sir Symon Mcrifl#t, and Sir Thomas 
Thwaites, and others. King Henry having intelligence of all thoſe proceedings, 

and being circumſfpec, and vigilant of his affayres, cauſed a!l the Sea coaſtsof 
Englond to bee well and (trongly watcht, bur above all hee emp'oyes certaine 

of his cruſty eſt ſervants into forraine parts, to finde the depth cf ihis buſi- 


_ nefle , bur ſpecially co Sir Robert Chfford . ro ſound him to che botrome, with 


miſe of immunity and favour, if he would rerurne into England ir. qui: r:theſs 
ply their charge ſo roundly,rhat Sir Robert Clifford is drawne off, and the new 
Duke is diſcovered as well by them, as by forme other friends, to bee no more 
bur Perkin Warbeck,, King Henry raving now Found the depth ; 3nd by his high 
prudenc: ,and induſtry, thus diſcovered the foundations of Perkies hoves in 
Ewglend , made it his firſt worke, to purge the Realme of thoſe which wg 
the chirfe aRers : and firſt hee beheaded the Lord Fitz welter , Sir Simos 
Montfort Robert Reicliffe,Sir Filliaw Danbney, and in conclufion Sir Willicw 
Stanley ;,who was the chiefte meanes,of King Hewries atraining rothe Crowne. 
The Durehefſe, and Perkin knowing all things as they paſſed in Eugland, re- 
ſolve norwirhftanding, to proceede; and therefore taking advantage of rh? 
Kings being in the North, Perkin with a force of broken and diſcontented 
perſons, ſers faile for Eeglaed,and approacheth the coaſts of Kent, abour $489- 


wich and Deafe,chere to begin his enterpriſe for the Crowne of England, _

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th: barrowed name of Richsr/ Duke of Torke , (ome of chem preſumed to 
com2 on ſhare, inhope ofayd, baurcontraty co their expettarions,they were 
driven againe tothei- Ships, and ſome 70 taken priſoners , which were all 
after execured ; Perkin himſelfe, who would nor truſt his owne perſon on 
ſhore, being rroabled at the auſpicious forcune of his followers, preſently © 
hoyſed up ſayle, and retarned to his Lady and patronefſe into Flanders : the 
Dacchefſe ſeeing theſe Southparts proove fo dry, conveighes her /dolt into 
Trelsnd, bur his coancell mb with themſelves, chat the 1rifþ friend(hip, 
how farme ſoever, was inſufficient in reſpec of cheir nakednefle and poverty, 
to worke their wiſhes , according to rheir advice, hee crofleth the Seas into

rothe King himſelfe , upon this, a warre was preſently underraken againſt 
King Hezry,andentred into ; the King of $cots in perſon , and Perkis follow- | 
ed with greatgumbers , eſpecially of borderers, fz]| apon ſundry parts of A 
Northumberland , which they burned and ſpoyled ; neverthelefſe , ehey 
made Proclamation in che name of Richard Dake of Yorks, that whoſo- 
ever would adhere to him, ſhould have great rewards : bat King Herry by his 
diligence and wiſedome, had fo ſerled rhe minds of the people in choſe parts, 
thar therz is no mention made of any one perſon which offered his (:reices 
this anexpeted averſion ſo blanket the $cots,chatthes King with rich booty re< 
tarned into hisowne Country, and from thenceforth efteemed che lefſe of 
his new coz2a, after which a peace was concladed with S$cotlavd, provided 
hee ſhould not harbour Perkis, apon which Perkis with his Wife, and ſome 
feworhers, arive in Ireland , bat finding it nor fathcienc ro ſupport him, and 
hearing theCorsiþ men was diſcontented, h2e makes for Exg/asd, and landing 
at Wihicfandbay in CorewsHl, found meanes afcerwards ,at Dodwis co raiſe ſome 
1000 men. Perkzs thus accompanied, marcheth rowards the City of Exceſtcy, 
purpoſing if he coald,to winne it by force , and to mak a pray thereof to his 
Soaldiers,inviciag all others, looſe or loit people to his ſervice,by the hope of 
lice booties, and by raking inſuch places of (trengrh as lay 1n his way to ſe- 
cure his retreat. But the King hearing he was landed, provides his forces, ſ{znd- 
inz forth his eſpialls in all places tq obſerve his crat, and b=1ing cereifi=d thae 
he was afore Excefter, aprincipall ſtrength inthe Weſt parts, and char Perkin 
u'ing all his g'ofings, could not prevaile with the Citizens, to open their 
Gates, barberakers himſelfe ro violence, ſers fire on che Gates, mounts his 
wing ladders againſt the walls , and with his uttermoſt labours forceth'a 
ſuddiine entrance, which valiancly by the Citizens was defended, till Edwgrd 
Courin;y Earle of Devonſhire , and many principal Genelem?n af choſe parts 
made to1'ds them, to give them ſuccour and reſcue them from their ene- 
mies , which Perkin hearing of rife:h from before Exceſtzr , and mar- 
cheth rowar ls Taxstos,there totike muſters of his Army, an4c2 provide for 
the inco-nter, where he found very many fl:d away from him,and perceaving 
that the Earle of D:vouhire proſecuced him, and likewiſe chat che King way 
com ninyz with an Army, whether f-aring creaſon in his o#ae Army, or 6- 
therwiſe coached with the conſcienceof his quality, and damaadle eſtate - 
Kee the 
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the quarrell with threeicore horle ſecretly fled away , from the ſeduced com- 


mons, which when the King heard,he preſently ſent out 500 horſe, to follow - 


him,leaſt ke ſhould eſcape to Sea. Perkzs thus ftrengrhened, rooke £ 
at Beawhiew, in new forreſt, not far from Hawptor, where the Kings horſe found 
chem regiftred, but according tocommand , they fer a ftrong watch abour the 
place.and by the King Perkin was offered lite gif he would avoyd the ſanfaary, 
which acordingly hee did, and from thence was carried tothe Tower,bur 
thence ſeeking to make an eſcape, was taken and after execated at Tibourne, 
but before his death he made a full conf: flion of his life and breeding, and how 
he was drawnerto take the ticle apon him , which you may reade at large in 
Maſter Speede. | 

Abour che time of theſe troubles, King Hemry layd great taxes on his ſub. 
Jeas for ro maintaine his Warres againſt Scottand, and other enemies ; for 
which purpoſe, the King ſent divers collectors amongſt rhe Corntth-men, ro 
which rude people when they came amongſt them, rhey wereburliccle wel- 
come, for they tamultuouſ]y affembled under one Thows: Fluwwmock a Lawyer, 
and Michael Toſeph a Smith or Farryer,and like unto fire-brands of Rebellion, 
they were followed asCapraines:the tide of people being up, Flammeck and the 
Black ſmith , having a firme promiſe of che Lord , 4»9kyer heipe , led their 
men toward Keet, and inthe way at Tavaford, they flew the provoſt of Pers, 
one of the commiſſioners for the ſabfdies , and marching forwards withour 
other violence , the Lord Audley joynes with chem: at els, and becomes 
their generall , from whence chey proceede to Selirbwry, and thence roWie- 
cheſter. The King hearing of all thoſe proceedings, firſt ſends the Lord 


.  . Thomas Howard Earle of Surry, to ſecure the North, and the rebells comming 


neere Kezt , found the Country ſtrongly guarded by the Earle thereof ; the 
Lords Abercevenjand Cobhaw,which made divers ofthe rebells ſecrerly ſhrinke, 
bur the Lord Andley, Flammmock, Michael Doſeph, and the reſt, kept on their 
way , and incamped upon Black Heath, berweene Greezewich, and Elthaes, 
where they reſolve to abide the Kings comming , or to affayle Loados; che 
Kin: on the otherfide by the diligence of the Lord Major, and divers others, 
ſecured the City , which was fall of feare and buſinefle ; himſelfe with the 
chiefe Nobles of the South , marcheth cowards theſe rebells, and incampes in 
St Georges field, where he lay that nighe , the next day when hee underſtood 
the enemy had drawne forth his people , and fer them in batraile aray, he 
ſends our Henry Bowrchier Exrle of Eſex,che Earle of Suffolke, Sir Rice ap Thomas, 
with certaine Coroner of horſe, ro befer the Hill ( where chey were planted) 
whiles Giles Lord Dawhaey with the ſ:rengrh of his Army ,charges the enemy 
in fronr, whom with ſome ſlaughter they draw from the Bridge, and Deepe- 
ford ſtrand, and then mounting the Hill, he and the Earles chargethe maine 
ſquadrons on all fides, and without much labour breake, and defeate them, 
and make great flaughter,befides they rooke ſame 1500 priſoners, the Lord 
Andley, Flammocke, and the Smith, was executed, all the reſt mercy was 
oranted to, withthe lofſe of chcir goods, to chem that rooke them pri-

his fonne che Lord Admirall of Erxgland, with a great ſupply of Souldiers well 
appoinced for the Warre, The Earle from Newcaſtle came to the water of 
Till, and pitched his Barraile beſide a licele Towne, called Brevhenftore under 
Flodes hill, neere che River Tweede ; where, upon arifing banke, the Scordh 
hoaſt yd caken the advantage of the ground, which ThowacEarle of Surry, per- 
ceaved,yer ſent a Parſevant to King Temes, wich proffer of Battaile upon Friday 
following, if ic ſo pleaſed his Highneſſe, King Ismes moſt readily accepted this 
offer, and by bis Herrald Hy ſent word back againe, thatif hee were at Edes « 
borough, yer would hee moſt gadly come to fulfill his defire:the day approch- 
ed,and the Scots keeping the higher ground, the Earle marched upward along 
the River, and by two bridges paſſed oyer wich his haaſt , making ſtill for-

witha freſb onſer invaded the open fidesof the enemy, whoſe force was ſo 
violent, that the Scots no longer were ables to (tand, but cooke downe the hill 
onto flight, which the Exrles, of Lev#ox,and Argile perceiving did cheir beſt ro 
ſtay them,& fighting moſt manfally cheraſ*lves were (layne in che ameplace:

KBs Henry by order of Parlament having affumed the ſtile, and ryrle of 
King of Ireland, with the ſubmiſſion ot moſt of the Nobility of Irelesd, 
lawer King of Scothand ( his Nephew ) tooke not this well , for that a great 

part of Irelawd,eſpecially-in the North , had beene in the 8cotifþ poſſeſion for 

many handred yeares, apon which commiſſion was ſent from both Kings ro 

view the limits of either Kingdome ,. they fell ar ods abour a ſmall peeceof 

ground, and from that tooke occafion of emularions, and Warres : toproſe- 

cute which King Hewry prepared an Afmy , and ſent them into Scotland under 

the condaR ofthe Dake of Norfotke ; being accompanied with the Earles of 

Shrewesbury Derby, Cumberland, Surry, Hertford, Angur,and Rutland, theſe paſling 

the Erghih marches, did much hart in the Kingdome of Scort;ad. To with- 

| ſtand whom King Tamer gathered a power 35%0oftrong, and at Fallow more 
went to have bidden the. Duke Battatle , bur che Dake having done much 

 ſpoyle returned back npon the borders. King Tomes diſcontented at the Dukes 
deperture ſent the Lord Maxwell with ſome 15600' $c0t- to invade the borders 

of Englesd, who paſſing the River of Exke;, did ſmall'damage ro the weſterne 

borders, for 7homar Baftard Dacrer, and Sir ian Mnigrove, ſent word to 
Thawar Wharton,Lord Warden of the welt marches{bur'the 8c0r7' comming for- 

2 ward, they were forced to prepare fot fipht before the 'Lord #hertos conld 
come, and out of their ſmall company ſefta ſtandwpon the fide ofa hill: the 
Score advanced forward with no little hope were preſently danced with the 
Gghe of thoſe men ,and verily choughr-thar rhe Lord har:owv Hed affembled 
his tharge,orthat the Duke of Norfolke5, with a great Atmy werecome totheir 
reſcue ; wheteupon they began to confule what was beſt robee done ; and de- 
manding who was deputed Lieutenant by the King, oliver Sieclerea man of no 
great parts ſhewed the Kings commiſſion : wherein himſelfe was appoynted 
general};which bred ſuch a diſdaine amongſtrhe reſt, char ſo many honorable 
Captaines of the field , ſhould bee ledby the Kings Minion; in contempt of 
which and the Kings indiſcretion, they ſuffered their Batcaile ro bee oyer- 
throwne, andthemſelves tobe taken priſoners, and fo willingly loſt the day: 
this victory was wonne the fourth'of Vovember, at a' place called Sollemmoſſe, 
where were taken priſoners the Earles of Caſ3lr,and Glencorme,the Lords Max- 
well, Flemming , and Swewmerwell, Oliphant, and Grey , Sir Ollber Sintlere, 
and others, to chenumber of one and ewenty men of account, and ſome 200 
flayne ofthe betrer ſort. King tame, for griefe of this lofſe (as was thought ) 
preſently after dyed.

King Henry hearing what was,done ſent preſently ro demand the cuſtody. of 
che yourg Queene : andchat certaine Nobles of Scotland ſhou!d bee with her 
in Eng/and tor ner guard, till ſhe came to yearesof conient, bur the Scotrutrer- 
ly denyed thoſe requeſts, whereupon King Hesry prepared an Army thither - 
ward under the condudt of Lord Edward Sey vour Earle of Hertford, Lieutenant 
generallby land,accompanicd with the Earle of Shrewsbwry, and divers others, 
with a Fleere of 200 laile by Sea, whereof Sir he Dudley viſcount Liſte, was 
Admirail. Theſe being in readinefſe,the viſcount Liſe entred the Frich; and 
linded his men ar Newhaven,in Scez/avd, wh-re joyaing hiscoche Land ſer- 
vice, they all march cogether toward Lierh , where they ſpoyle the Towne, 
chence to Edenburge, burnt the City, and waſted che Country for ſeven miles 
about, this done they ſer fire upon Haddzagton, and Dvabarre, with many other 
Townes,and chen the whole Army returned into Berwick. 

King Edwerd being but young when his Father 'dyed, Edward Duke of $9 
zerſet being his Uacle by the motherſade, was appointed protetour of the 
Kingdome, who wasa man very carefull in che {tate,hee now berakes himſelfe 
wholy to treate of the marri-ge berweene our young King, and the ) oung 
Queene of $:ot/and,unto which a Parlament at Edexbargh,had contented Anno 
1543, andforconfirmation thereot, had ſent many oft heir chiefe men into 
Esﬀgland;& nowby the counſ: il of Eag/azd,it was thought molt fir robe ſought 
afcer and conſummated , wherefore they publiſh cheir defires in an Epilte 
made to thac ead,ſentro the Nobility of Scot/and, bur the 8cote did nothing ad- 
here co their requeſts, havinga minde to beltow their Queene another way, 


whereupon the proteCtour in perſon, underrooke an expedition into Scotland, 


accompanied with the E. of arwick,the Lords Dacres,& Grey of Wiltow,with 
many Knights, and a moſt warlike Army of Sou'diers ; Edward Lord Clintos, 
was appointed admirallart Sea, and Sir j/i/iam Woodhowſe, made his vice-ad- 
mirall : theſe meeting at Berwick, ſer forth into Scorland declaring by ſoundof 
Trumpec the cauſe of their comming , with proffters of peace to all ſuch as 
would advance the marriage betwixt the ewo Princes? the governour of Scot- 
land hearing this newes, commanded his Herralds,with all dilligence to make 
Proclamation in all parts, for all men betwixt fixteene and threeſcore to re- 
paire to Mwskelboro2h at ſuch atime prefixed ; and them that refuſed fo to doe 
were to bee accounted traitors ; 'and their land confiſcated ro the Queene: 
this preſencly ſtruck ſuch aregard co the ſubjeQs hearcs,chat thither they ſtrove 
who ſhould be firft, and pirched their ſtandards even in the face of their e- 
nemies. Many skirmiſhes, and warlike enterpriſes were performed betwixe 
the Armies before the great Battaile was fought , where divers priſoners was 
taken, and many ſtout Sonldiers flaine : che place where the Eaglah lay en- 
camped, was uv0n the bankes of Edezburgh frith; wherein the Ships flored to 
further the land ſervice, and their men ſeeing the adyantage of a hill haſted 
thicherward berimes in the morning : the Scots thinking they had fledro 
their Ships, made the like haſt ro impeach their march, haſted furiouſly with- 
our feare, or any good order, and breathlefſe, almoſt pafſed the Riverof 
Ecke , preventing thereby the expetation of their enemy , bur being within 
danger ofſhor,, the Ezelsfb flecte from the roade ler freely flye amoogſta 
wing of the 7riþ Archers, ſlaying many, with ſuch terour to the reſt,as hardly 


could they be gotten to goe forwards, the Scot5h Army thereupon remgoved 
Eee 3 ſome 
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ſomewhat Sourhward ſeeking to get the higher ground, with the advantage 
of ſanne and winde, the Eegh perceiving what the Scots intended, and per- 
ceaving that Battell muſt be andergone, fell roconſultations as they ſat moun- 
red in their ſadles , where with ſuch reſolutions chey departed aſunder , rhat 
preſently the Armies joyne Batraile, in a place called Ediwoaftoxe-edge, neere 
unto Mwhetborowgh , where the maſter of the E#ghþb Ordinance had planted 
ewo Cannons neere to the top of a hill, the $cotifh came forward faſter then 
an ordinary march ; their Pikemen thicke ranging together, bearing broad 
Bucklers in their left hand:at che firſt encounter Captaine Shell, and Capraine 
Ratliffe were ſlayne , and the Lord Grey of Wilton Generall of the horſe, was 
hurtin the month with a Pike , ſuch was the fury of the Seors firſt encounter, 
that the Eng#h horſemen were forced backe, andin retiring bared cowne parc 
of their owne fooremen to their great hurt ;: when the Kings: ſtandard 
( borne by Sir Andrew Flawwoch ) was laid faſt hold on by the Scotiſh , and had 
not that Knights ftrengrh beene the more , and his horſe the becrer, himſelfe 
had beene {]aine, and che ſtandard loft, which norwithſtanding was graſped ſo 
faſt, that the Scots bore away the nether end ofche ſtaffe co the burrel! ; the 
Cannons fromthe hill, played ſore upon the Scarjfh, and ſo did the Ordinance 
out of the Enghſh fleete, the retreat of the proteQors horſemen gave ſignes 
ro the Scots of a preſent victory , who now upon a forward courage diſranked 
themſelves for haſt, and fell upon the disbanded Eegijb , who preſently by 
their leaders were brought into array, and fiercely preſſed forward on the 
vantgard of the enemy, and the Scots wanting ſhot to anſwer their violence 
they retire haſtily co che maine Bartaile, and choſe miſdeeming the day had 
beene loſt, turned their backs and fled ;z the chafe was followed almoti five 
miles, wherein the Lord Flemming wich ſundry other men of note, were 
ſlaine befides 10000 of their common Souldiers, and Priſoners raken abour 
2000 of which the chiefe were che Earle Huntley, the Lords, Teffer, Hobbey, 


Hamilton, the Lord immer and divers others, lieth they ſacked and fet fire on : 


the Towne , andrtooke divers other holds and Caſtles,bat the youngQueene 
was ſecretly conveyed away, and ſhortly after ſ-ar into Frasce, where ſhee 
was married rothe Dolphzs.

Rewchmes, Almeiwer,and Scots befiege the Towne of Haddington in Scotland, 
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accompanied with no leffe chen 10000 call Sonltfiers, who all ſought to undoe 
choſe points of Religion, whichthe Kingby Law, aid A&of Parlainent hed 
ordained to bee obſerved ; whereuponrhey befieged the City of Exreſtty, aid 
wich many ſherpe afſaules ſoughr rhe poſRffion thereof,twiee firing the Gates, 
and leaving no waflike policy tnarempred ,- attd they brovight the Cirizens 
that they forced therh eo mould up branne for their bread, and chat they were 
glad to eate their owne hotfes , for which fAirhfall ſervite Kiop Edwerd did 
highly eſteeme them, by cotfitmacion of their Ciry Charcers, and inlarpin 

their revenewes by giving ro che Citizens the mannor of Extend z 234 fipner 
of his love for their ſervice ro the Crowne : the rebels thus peſteting the 
Countrywith choſe riotous attemprs, hoped and looked for aydes from = ira 
but being thereit! deceaved, rhey enter iro confalcartion what was beſt tobee 
done : at laſt they conclude to article ro the King,which Articles be ſet downe 
at large by Maſter Speeds, page 111 1.all which rhe King anſwered, bur they not 
cotnenc therewith, (till perfiſted in their traicorous atrempts, agamift who 
Sir 1b» Ruſſell. Lord privy ſeale,was appointed generall of the Kings Army, 
unto whole aſſiſtance was joyned the Lord Geez of Wilton, under whom ferved 
a band of 1taliens , intended againſt $:9thend : rhele lay at Briſtow atteriding 
che comming of the Lord Generall , who was marched weſtward co Heiwton, 
where daily looking for more ſupply , thoſe which hee had began to ſhrink 
away, whereby the rebels were emboldned ro make towards hin), and citne 
as farre as Fenswingtoubridge thtee miles from Howitos, and in a faire Medow 
there ſpred their colours : the Lord RufſeT though weake in compariſon of 
chem, choughr ic more hogorable co affaile, then co bee affauleed, made for- 
wards even to the bridge : at whoſe epproxchthe enemies maintaine them- 
ſelves co fight, and with aſtrong gaerd mainraine the Bridge , befides which 
there was no paſſage over the River , that held irs conrfe beeweene the ewo 
Armies : preſently they came to a cruell fight, wherein the rebels were droye 
backe, and the Lord General} wonne the way.And at laſt pat chem co flight, 
ſo that the Kings Souldiers fellowing the fpople,fell one of order , which the 
Coral mee perceaving ſodainly recurned,8 began a new fight, when the Lord 
Ruſſell orderer anew his Army,theſe fariou(ly joyning, a ſharpe and craell en- 
counred enſued,with the loffe of mach bloud,and the lifes of 300 rebels who 
laſtly trooke to their heetes , and left the Field, tlic Lord Reſes havingrhus

great doer in therebellion , bar he knowing che danger, got outof the way, 
and willed his man it any body asked for him, that he thould make anſwer and 
ſay, he was the Maſter : Sir 4#thozy came to the Mill, and calliog for the Ma- 
ter, the Man in his name preſented himſelfe, who ſtraight was commanded to 
the Gallowes, the ſervant chen ſeeing the danger of death , confefled hee was 
not the Maſter bur the man ; well ſaid Sir Asthosy, thou canſt never doe 1 hy 
Maſter becrer ſervice then co hang for him, and thereupon on the ne xr Tree 
he was trufſed up. 

The (ame yeere as things were aRingin the Weſt , fo other commons: (e 
under prerence of laying open encloſures, which the King by Proclamacion 
had cauſed to bee done. Amongſt whom chiefely were thoſe of Northfolke, 
whoſe inhabitants following the examples of other Countries, gathered 
themſelves together, ina moſt violence manner:their firſt atrempt was at 4t3/- 
borough againſt one Greewe, that had taken away partof their commons, next 
at Vimondbam, where by the inſtigation of Tobs: Flowerdew, they caſt downe the 
fences of incloſures of one Robert Ket a Tanner in the ſame Towne ; who to be 
even wich Flowerdew brought them to Hetherſet , and ſerthem to worke, to 
pull downe all the hedges of his paſtures and incloſures: ro which worke, Ket 
gave ſuch deſperate incouragement , that they chuſe him for their Capraine, 
who from thence paſſed ro Bowjhrope, laying all levell where they came ; their 
numbers encreaſing,and doing outragiouſly, Sir Edewnnl1Wiedum high Sheriffe 
of the Shire,made Proclamation amongſt them in the Kings Name ro deparr, 
which otherwiſe, had pronounced them rraitours; but had not his horſe beene 
the ſwifrter, his had beene either taken or {Jayne : hereupon their Terrour 
began tobe fearefull, and themſelves to be furniſhed with weapons ; and con- 
{idering what dangers were open, they held it beſt policy ro draw to one 
place, and (o to fortify themſelves with further ftreagths,and for thar purpoſe 
they make their randeuour at Mowſhold,a place neere unro mount Serrey, where 
they were reſorted to with great ſupplies both from other parts of Norfolke, 
asalſo from S»ffotke, and the rude inhabicants of Norwich lo far prevailed, that 
they led true and faithfull ſabjeAs our ofthe City, and made chem of their 
Cowncell, ſach as Themas Cod Major of Norwich , Robert Watſon preacher, and 
Thomas Aldericke Gentleman, Sergeant Cathn,and Sergeant Gaudy : whom they 
ferrered, and cauſed ro bee atrendant upon Ket ; who now tooke upon 
him to be the Kings depaty , and to give ont warrants in his Majeſties Name. 

By vertue of which, many of worſhip and credit were ferched from their 
* dwellings, bronghe before him, and violently caſt intopriſon, and the more 
to (hew Juſtice,they ordained a tribunall feat in an old Tree, in which ſat the 
Tanner as Chancellour or chiefe Judge , affiſted by two out of ever y hun- 
dreth for his councell, hither afſembled che complaints of the Camp, and 
hence had chey commiſſion to fetch our of Ships both ordinance powder and 
ſhot, andout of Gentlemens houſes all abilliments of Warre. The King 
hearing of all theſe diſorders ſent his Generall pardon amongſt them, procl am- 
ed bya Herrald , but the rebels utrerly refoſed ic , and planted rheir Ordi- 
nance on the top of a hill againſt the Tower of Norwich, and ſhot againſt the 
City which did but lictle harme, whereupon they removed their peeces lower, 
and then began to batter the walls, and without any great reſiſtance centred 
the Towne, where they became maſters of all the munition, and ___— 
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the Major, and ocher Ciuzens : againſt chole che King lenc che Lord Parre 


Marquefle of N»rthempton, accompanied wich the Lords -8heffield , and Went 
worth and many other Knights, with ſome 15020 horſe,ac whoſecomming to 


No wich , they ſummoned the City in the Kings Name to yeeld ; which by 


fome ofthe Magiſtrates was inconcinenctly done, and the ſword delivered ta 
che Lord Marqaeffe,and he enters che Towne, Which the ſame nighe was al- 
ſaulred by the rebels, whom he mantully refiſted ,and flew 3oo of their riorous 
rout. The next diy following the whole rout of thoſe rebells entred the Ciry 
by the Hoſpital!, and began a cruell ighe , wherein the Lord Sheffield by the 
fall of his horſe into a dicch; was butcherly ({layne by a Butcher, as hee ſoughe 
to recover himſelfe., and the rebels now fleſhed wich chis their fortunace 
chance, followed the chaſe wich fachſluughter,and cry, rhar they forced the 
Lord Muqaeffe co forſake the Ciry, and tooke therein priſoner, Sir Thowas 
Corwwallis , whom they firaitly kept in darance till their laſt overthrow. 
Norwich they ranſacke,and ſer on fire , conſuming a great part of the Tqwne, 
The Lord Marqueffe recurned, and the rebels holding Norwich, rew forces are 
gathered, and the Lord 70: Dudky Earle of Warwick is appointed Generall, who 
comming to Cembridze prepared tor the enemy , / »hicher reforrted ro him rhe 
Lord Muq-fi: aforeſaid, the Lords #i/oughby, Power, and Grey, with many 
other Norfoike men , with theſe ) made rawards Nozwich, and the 23 of a- 
guſt ſhewed himſelfe before the City ; whence to fave the effuſion of blow, 
hee ſent Norrey King of Armes to ſammon the Ciry , and to offer a geacrall 
pardon , which being againerefuſed, he cauſed his ordinance to be phanted a- 
gaine $* Stephesr gate, and his pioners to breake open the þraſen gate,” where- 
at many madeencry, and divers were {]aine, S:. Stepheng gate farced open by 
Cannon ſhor, the Earle of Parwick entred the City, and-with fmall reliſh; 
ance cameinto the Market-place, where 60 rebels were incontinently exe- 
cured by martiall Law ; but the Earles carriages paſlingtuough the Ciey.were 
farpriſed by rhe enemy, wherein was greatſtore of powder and that, which 
with rrinmph they conveyed to their Camp : the Earle of #arwick being now 
Maſter of che Ciry ſhut all che gares, chem anely excepred-char gave way to 
' Mow/hold, and thofe heplanred wich his great Arcillery ; the rebels perceaving 
what he went aboar, fodainly made towards the gate, who' with ſuchcourage 
and violence came on, that they forced the Earles men ts revive, paving their 
Ocdinanceto the rebels, who preſently diſpoſed them among their.owne : 
_ theEarle imoloyed all his endeyoursto defend the.Ciry,which norwichftind- 
ing hee could nor, the rebels making incarfions over the River trom their 
well ſtored Campe,and (erting rhe ftreeres in many places an fs-e:upon which 
ſome counſiled che Earle to depart , but fo farre was hee fram ſach ſtaine of 
honour, that drawing forth his{word, he commanded others:to doe che like, 
derermined another way to worke, and ſonghrro ſtop all canyoy of vicaalk, 
which the rebels perceaving, ſer fire on their Cabbins,-and wich'eefanes dil+ 
played,entrenched themſelves ar the foote bfiche hill, ma valley called Dw/ſew> 
dale: the next'diy, being the 27 of 4»guft;' che Lord Generalt having recea- 
ved a ſtipply of 1400 Lances, prepared and ſathis Bateailes in atray, thx fighe : 
the rebelslikewiſe ſer theirs inorder,where;-iy the foreranke, all the Gencle- 
men that they had raken priſoners, were plated and coupled in Irons for tere- 
ing way, fo thar their dangers were doubled, and themſelves expoſed ro 
death,as well by cheirfriends as their enemies ; the Barrailes joyne,andrhe 


Earle being fore mooved, canſed wholevollies of Artillery co be diſcharged 
| againſt 
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againſt the enemies, when Capraine Drury with his owne band and the Almains 
thruſt fore upon them, andopened their Battels, whereby moſt of the cap- 


tive Gentlemen eſcapedaway , npon which the Earles light horſemen came 


ſovaliancly on, thar the rebels gave backe, and fled, and their Copraine Robers 
Ket upon a ſwift horſe galloped away ; the chaſe continued three miles , and 
more, with the ſJaughter of 3500 rebels, their Batcell chis broken, and the 
moſt part fled : thoſe notwirhſtanding that kept about the Ordinance, decer- 
mined to die like men ; which rhe Earle perceaving,and ſeeing them ſtand ſo 
reſo!utely, himſelfe in perſon proclaimed a generall pardon to them all, upon 
which they caſt away cheir weapors crying with one voyce, God ſeve K 
Edward, the day following Ket their Captaine was rak-n, with his brother 
William,wherethey with the reſt, ſuffered their deſerved deaths.

Ueene Mary being now ſeated in the Throne, there was a match pro- 

pounded beewixe Philip King of Sparne and her, which did fo diſtaſte 
the ſubje&s, that among(t them Sir Thowmes Wat of Kent wich others, made 
a Proclumation at Meidfowe in Kent againſt rhe Qneenes marriage, alleadging 
the thraldome whereunto che Land would become ſubjeR by ther Spanich 
match,and accompanied with Sir George Harper,and others, haſted to Rocheſter, 
where they forthwith brake downe the bridge, in the meane while: Sir Henry 


Iſley Anthony, and Williem Knevet brethren,in Eaſt and Weſt Kews, raiſed ſome

taine of the guard to ſhift for themſelves, and lefc cheir unfaichfull followers 
to diſpoſe of their owne affe&ions unto WWyat ; among(t whom Sir George Har- 
pey bar lately receayed of the Dake now turned againe to #/y8t , Wyar and his 
fociates being greatly encouraged by this new ſapply, with eight brafle peeces 
taken of the Queene befides others of their owne , marched next to Cavlis 
Caſtle whererhe Lord Cobham then lay, and bending their Ordinance againſt 
the gate, broke it open with their ſhort, and made enterance for their men:

Dos Lodovicwr Pere, Dake of Media Sidonia, the Admirall was Dos 10þh1 Mar- 
cine ds Richsld,cthe marſhall Dos: Franciſco Bovedille.Ot voluntary adventurers 
were one hundred twenty foure:Noble men of great account, all furniſhed at 
their owne charge ; neither was there anoble houſe of Speive, bur had « ſonne, 
brother, or Nephew in thisvoyage,in hope of revenewes, the Duke of Porme 
was likewiſe in reacines (to joyne his forces with this Navy ) in the haven of 
Newport,at Duskirke lay 37 Ships of warre furniſhed with all ftore of municicn, 
fit for ſach a defigne,and for land forces hee had 30 companies of 1/9/ie#s, two 
of Vellowr , and8 of Burgamoir, every company being 100 men. At Dixmew 
hemuſtered 80 Companies of Netherlands, 600f Spaniards, 60 of Datch and 7 
of Esgliſh fugitives, whereof Sir #ilem Sronly was Qenerall; ar Corick allo 
were 4000 lodged, andat ate: goo horſe, over whom the Marqueſſe of 
Guat was Commander. Beſides there came to this land ſervice, the Duke of | 
Paſtrana,the Marqueffſe of Burgos, Don Veſpefian Conſagua, Don lohs de Medicer, 
Dos Amedns baſtard of Se&vey , with many others of great eſtate ; The Fresch 
King, whoever honoured and admired Queene E/zzabeths great and gratious 
vertues, having more particular intelligence, that this great preparation was

pointed 1500 horſemen 22000 foote, & 2352 horſemen our of ſeverall Coun- 
ties ro guard her Maj:ſties perſon, & 34050 foote, and for the Sea,the Lord 
Charles Heward Baron of Effingham, was Admirall, and that worthy Sir Francis 
Drake his Vice-Admirall, accompanied with noble and heroick Noblemen, 
andGentlemen,baving in all 100 Ships ; The Invincible Navy ( as it was ter- 
. med) having all chingsprepared, looſed anchor from Li:bos, upon the 19 of 
Msy,and made unto the Grozze in Gellicis,it being the nereſt haven to Exclend, 
whence hoifing ſailes with great hope and pride, madethicherward : bur pre- 
ſencly by an unexpeRed rempeſt, the Fleere was diſperſed to the rage of the 
Seay, and the Dake of Medios driven backe againe into the Groie : Charles 
Howard Admirall of Exgleud hearing for certaine that their Fleete was ready to 
hoyſe up ſayles, ſent Sir Francis Droke with ſome 50 Ships into the Weſt parts, 
and himſelfe minding tofollow ſer out of Plimaronth, May 3oth. afſaying to put 
forch to Sea. but the winde was ſo croffe that paſſe,the 85/fier theycould not at- 
caine,wher lyingat anchor, they had intelligence,that the Spoxnjh great Ships 
were diſperſed, the reſt ſtorme ſhaken, and their men dying by multicudesof 
th: Peſtilence ; the Lord Admirall meaning to uſe the advantage, with the firſt 
North winde,he ſerupſayle and came almoſt within fight of Speive, when fo- 
dainly it changedin the South, and he wiſely forſceing, that the enemy might 
paſſe wichout his diſcovery; preſently returned and ankered his Ships in the 
haven of Plimeosth,ſuffering his men toreleeve themſelves on land : but the 
8peuiard: Ships,new rigged and their wants ſapplyed, and the King ftill hot in 
his former reſolations, inſtantly urged & haſtened his chieferaines ropurtto 
Sea againe,which accordingly was done upon the 1 1 of Tuze.and with fall Seas 
came tothe channels of the narrow Seas, where they caſtanchor and diſpatche 
certaine ſmall Pinaces to the Dake of Parws to ſignify their arrivall and 
readinefle : in the meane- time the Eeagih Fleete being in harbour and 
many men on ſhore, Captaine Thowas Flemming deſcried the $5 upon the 
point of the Lizere,the wind being then Southand by Weſt : hee haſtened to

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Pl;mmouth, made relacionthereot to the Lord Admuall, which lodaine newes 


was molt fearfull ro allin regard they had difunired fome pare of their Fleere, 
expefing no afſaulrs from the Spaniard that yeere,whereur © all hands were ſec 
02 work to warpe out the Ships,thewind blowing hard and hindring the ſame: 
chenextday by noone this terrible Fleer, was deſcried by the Enyl;h, who with 
a ſoarhweſt wind came forwards a maine, and ( as ſeemed) they made for Plim - 
mouth,buc whether cheir commiſhon were orherwiſe, or for that they {:w the 
Eezelfh ont of harbour, rhey paſſed by towards Call/izs, well hoping abourrheſe 
coalts to meere with che Prince Parma, by which meanes the Exglzþ gor the 
vind and efcſoones gave them chaſe,and encounter, where fire ſmoak, & echo- 
ing Cannons began co parley. The next day the cwo Fleeres fought within 
Aucket (hor, where the Eaghſh Admirall fell moſt horly upon the vice Admirall 
of Spaiae,at which preſencchey well perceaved their own overſighr;their great 
S'nips (like Caſtles) powerfull co defend, bur nor offend,and far unfit for fighr 
in thoſe narrow Seas:cheir enemy nimble,and ready at all ſides ro annoy them, 
which they perceaving, garhercd chemſelves cloſe in the forme of a halfe 
Moone.and]ickned cheir (tiles, chat their whole fleet might keeperogether, 
notwithſtanding one of cheir great Gillions, whereia was Dos Pedro de valder,, 
Vaſq ues de ſelva, Alonzo de Sayas,and other Noblemen, was ſore battered by the 
_ Ergliſh (hot; in avoyding whereof ſhee fell fowle on another Ship,and ere ſhe 
could be cleared, had her fore maſt brok=1 off, which fo hindred her ſay le,rhac 
ſhee was unable to keepe way with the Fleet', And ſoall thatnizhclay lag- 
]ing by her ſelfe:the next moraing Sir Francis Drakeeſpying her, ſenta Pin« 
nace to command them to yeeld, but Yaldez ar:iwered that chey were 459 
ſtrong,and that himſelfe was Doz Pedro, and ſtood on his honour, and there- 


upon propounded cerraine conditions;bur theKnighr {ent reply that he hadro , 


tim? to parley,ifhe would preſ--ntly yicld to doe it ; if not he ſhould very weil 
proove that Drake was no daſtard ; wheretpon Pedro hearing that it was the 
fiery Drake (evec terrible to the Spaniard) that had himin chaſe, with forty 
of his followers came on board Sir Francis Ship,and proteſted, he and ajl his 


followers were reſolved ro dye in defence , had chey nor fallen under his - 


power. Sir Fras:igentertained them very reſpeRively,and fent them ro Pl;m- 
mouth, in che Ship were 5500c Ducates of Gold, which che Souldiers merily 
ſhared amongſt themſelves. Likewiſe the ſame day anorher great Gallion was 
fired, wherein the vice Admirall ofthe whole Fleere was,and at length taken, 
and ſent to Plimmowrh.cto the great joy of the Enghſh. 

Upon Txeſday the 2 3 of Ialy, the Spaniards approching right againſt Portland, 
the windecame abour into rhe North, which was ficting for their defipnes ; bur 
the Epgliſh agile, and forſecing all harmes, recovered the advantage thereof 
from the Spaw#ard:s, and continued from morning rill night battering their un- 
weldy balkes,which forced chemfor their further ſafery rogather themſelves 
inroarundell, their greateſt Ships ſtanding wichour, ſecuring their battered 
and lefſe 2: on this day the foreſt fight was performed, wherein beſides other 
remarkable harmeg,a great Yezetias Ship, with ſome other ſmaller, were ſurpri- 
ſed, and rakenby the Feelih. 

' The 24m ofthis preſent month, the fight was only berweene the foure greae 
Galliafſes, and the Eg Ships, the Speziard:s having the advantage, theirs 
being rowed,andour failes unfilled, by reaſon of the calme, yer norwithſtand- 
ing they ſore galled the enemy with their chaine ſhor, therewith curring rcheir 
tacklings, cables,and cordage; bar the Ezgl;h wanting powder (having ſpent ſo 
mach ) was forced to ſarceaſe,in the meane time a councell was called, wherein

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gaine the Eng/h getting the wind, deprived chem of Calhir rode and hindred 
chemof ſupply from Da#kirk, and ſo charged them from morning till night, 
thar che confli& proved difmall to the invincible Armas, fortherein a Gallion 
of Biſcey periſhed & alſo 2 other great Ships preſently ſank likewiſe, rwo Portu- 
#all Gallions were ſotorne with che ſhor, that their Capraines were forced to 
forfake them,8c one efthem, taken by che /Yif3eers,a0d the other taken on the 
coaſt of Flinders and carried into Zealand , to conclude, the whole 4rmato was 
diſperſcd and pat toflighr, and was fo followed by the Lord Admiral, har they 
receav*d great loffes on the coaſts of Scotland, and Irelavd, there were in all loſt 

' of theSpen1þ parre, fonreſcore and one 'vefſels lirtle and great; 13500 Sonldiers 
 Nliine,and forme 2000 taken priſoners in Exglesd and Tre/aed:and to be briefe, 
there was no famous or worthy family in all Spajze, which loſt not a ſanne, 
2 brother,ora kinſman.

K'z Henry beinga Prince of high ſpiric, and having received ſome diſcon- 
rencs from che Fresch by the advice, and generall good liking of his Coun- 
ſell he ſent Ambafſadors to the King of Frasce, to demand the Durchies of 
Normandy, Guicen, and Aquiteine, in derifion whereof, the Daxlpbin of Frazce 

' ſenthim a Tonne of tennis Balls, as Bullers more fic for his render hands, rhe 
preſentreceaved King Hesry promiſed to repay it with fire balls back againe, 
upon which an Army was leyyed, and the King himſelfe with ſome 30000, 
came tO Norihemptow,where having 1500 faile of Ships embarqued , and rhe15 
of the ſame month, caſt anchor ſome three miles from Horflew, at length lan- 
ded his Souldiers, andlayd fiege tothe ſame Towne , which upon the 22 of 
September wasdelivered to him ; after ſome reft, the King paſſed inco Frasce, 
and paffing the Riverof So&we, The Conſtable, the Dakesof Orleance, and 
Burbos (enc a Herald co him with defiznce,demanding Barraile upon Thersdgy 
following ; but the King of Eng/and having his Army much weakened,and im- 
poveriſhed by long cravell, was nor dehirous to fight, and therefore rerurned 
anſwer, that hee meant to keepe on his march towards Celis, and wonld nor 
 ſeeke them, burtifrthey would diſturbe him, he would defend himſelfe as well 
« as God would give him leave, and ſo paſling forward he came to Agizcourt in 
' the County of S.. Pax/, where the Fresch with an infinite hoaſt (at aplace of 
adyantage ) had pitcht their Batcaile, of purpoſe to hinder his paſſage. The 
Conſtable of France condufted ir, whoſe power confiſted of fifty thouſand 
ſtrong, and according to moſt writers, they were 10 times ſo many-asthe 
Eveglifþ.. King Heary perceaving himſelte lo farre ingaged, ( and many of his 
men fick of che Flvx.)ſencunco them, that hee would ſurrender Harflew, and 
what elſc he had wonne, ſo as witt:cut diſturbance he might returne ro Callze: 

- butthe young Princes, refuſed all cunditions of peace, making an affured con- 
fidence of a preſent vitory!; upon which King Heery prepared for Buraile, 
ſeeing he had no other way bat eicher to dye in the Fieid, or elſe ro open his 

. way for Cabs thorough his enemies boſomes : the next morning che Bartailes 
joyne. Wherein, for all the bravadoes of the Fresch,their whole Army was 
wholy diſcomficed, anda miſerableſlanghrer made of them:there were flayne 
of accountin this Batraile the Conſtable of Frawce, the Marſhall of Fravce, the 
Admirall,the Dolphin of 4rragon,anddivers others : their owne Hiſtorians re- 
port,there was ſlayne 4 Dukes, 9 Earles,one Archbiſhop, and 10000 common 
Souldiers,and as others ſay 126 Princes, the Dukes of 0rſeeace and Burbon, and 
others of great account were taken prifoners. Of King Heeries part was ſJayne 
che Dake of Torke, and the Earle of S»ffolke, and as one writer aff irmeth, but 
26 perſons, butic js more probable according co another, which ſ-trech downe 
400. King Heyy after this grear victory atchieved , with hispriſoners recur- 
nedunto Cai, from whence he ſer faile and arrived at Dower,to the great joy 


of his ſabjects.

For the King of Eeg/ard hearing that Harfiew was befieged, and 
alfo char Chartes King of Frence made a league with the Scaces of Gewonwe, by 
whom he was ſuppiied, with 600 Crofſe-bowes, 8 call Ships, and as many 
Gillies with manition, and vicualls, which wafted upon che Seas with ma- 
ny bravadoes,upon wich King Heery ſent oh Dake of Bedford, accompanied

Who uſing all the 
m24n+'s hee could to preſerve the ſtare of Fravce, firſt renued the league with 
the Dakes of Burgozgse,and Brittaize, and ſtrengthened the corfines with Ga- 


_ rifons; Ciarles rhe Freech King being dead, the Dauphin entytled himfelfe 


King of France, by the name of Charles the ſeventh, and raiſed all the meanes he 
could rooppole the Eegliſh, and the firſt defigne hee anderwenc was to raile 
rhe fiege at Crepan or Cravast, where being encountered by the Engliſh loſt a- 
bout 2000 of his Sonldiers,burt this lofſe was preſently recovered againe, by an 
overthrow 1nskirmiſh they gave cothe Ewghih, from whom ( with rhe (laogh- 
ter of about 1500of their men) they recoved a great booty, ſpecially of Cat- 
tell which che Evgl5þ had gorren in the Countries of N»giop and Main , trom 
whence the Frewch beſieged Mex/as upon Sein, tooke ir and purall the Engliſh 
ro death,but Toþn Earle of $2li;bury recovers the place preſently againe, kil- 
ling all the Freach which were found cherein. The regents chiefe defigne, this

A Strong ſiege waslayd to the City of Orkavune, by the worthy Earle of 
Salisbwry,che valiant Lord Talbot, and a great puiſſance of expert Com- 
manders, thoſe lay before it for the ſpace of 60 dayes, whererhere was much 
blond pile on both ſides, the Earle of Sa/isb»ry impatient of ſach delay par-
